The developer 
has stated that he is not in a position to pay the total cost of the 
works, however, he is willing to pre-pay the entire lot levy, subject 
to the Town applying these levies to the Creek Enclosure and covering 
the remaining costs. It was pointed out to the ‘Committee that a 
portion of these levies are turned over to Mississauga Hydro and that 
the total levies are not available for credit to this project. 

Mr. Anderson suggested that the Town participate to a maximum amount 
of $75,000.00 being 50% of the estimated cost based on prepayment 

of all levies by the developer. Mr. Anderson requested further 
direction in order that this development may be finalized. Mr. L. 
Mangoff, solicitor for Mr. Cohen, appeared before the Committee and 
requested that the Town approve Mr. Anderson's report and participate 
in this project to a maximum of $75,000.00 or 50% of the total cost 
whichever is the lesser.

ITEMS CONSIDERED: 
781. FILE 124-73 - MISSISSAUGA CITY CENTRE (LIBRARY) (#528) 


The Committee considered a letter from the Chairman of the Mississauga 
Public Library Board dated July 5, 1973. The letter requested again 
that the Library Board be permitted to construct a 120,000 sq.ft. 
building at the Civic Centre. In this connection, Council at its 
meeting held on May 28, 1973, adopted the following General Com- 
mittee recommendation: 


"1. That the extension to the Civic Centre complex 

as proposed by Don Skinner, Architect, be proceeded 
with on the basis that the space be suitable for 
Hydro and P.U.C. offices or as an interim Central 
Library; and further, that if Regional Government 
leaves Hydro and/or P.U.C. at the local level, then 
the Library Board should reopen the case for the 
Central Library at that time. + 


2. That the staff report recommending the leasing of one 
floor of 14,000 sq.ft. in the Univac Building, be 


adopted." 


The Committee was advised that since it has now been determined 
that water will become a Regional function and what happens to 
Hydro is not known as yet, there could be 63,750 sq.ft. (gross) 
available for library services. Mr. Noel Ryan, Secretary of the 
Library Board, attended the meeting to discuss the Library Board's 
requirements for Central Library facilities. He suggested that 
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the library, within twenty years, would require approximately 
120,000 sq.ft. and that the building being proposed would suit 

these needs admirably and that the building should be designed on the 
basis of a library and a portion of it used temporarily by municipal 
staff. Mr. Henderson stated that, in fact, the priority need was 

for administrative space and that the building should be designed 

and built as an office building which will eventually house all 
administrative staff and that, temporarily, the Library Board 

would be permitted to use part of the excess space until such time 

as a library building could be constructed. 


RECOMMENDATION: That Donald Skinner, Architect, discuss with the 
Staff, the inclusion of library facilities, on a temporary basis, 


in half of the proposed extension. 


782. FILE 138-73 - REGIONAL GOVERNMENT (#376)

in conformity with the by-laws of this municipality. Mr. McDonald 
spoke to the Committee with regard to a proposed insurance scheme

This change is 
the minimum required to protect the homes and families of present 
Cawthra residents who wish to enjoy the same comfort and security 
in the future as they do today. This proposal is also in keeping 
with the stated objectives of the three levels of government involved. 





Item 2: Cawthra Road should contain no link with the proposed Hwy. 403 
and or Hwy.

Item 6: A speed limit of 30 m.p.h. should be set for the entire road with 
the exception of school and playground areas where the limit should 


be 25 m.p.h. 
Item 7: Existing trees should be preserved in their present state. 


Item 8: Heavy truck traffic should be banned throughout the sections from 
Eglington to Dundas and the proposed Queensway to Lokeshore. No 
restrictions should be placed upon heavy truck traffic on the section from 


Dundas to the proposed Queensway. 


Item 9: Lond required for expansion south of the Q.E.W. must be obtained 

from the east side of the highway in accordance with the Provincial 
Order in Council of 1962. There will be no expropriation without full agree- 
ment of property owners involved. 


Item 10: Boulevards and sidewalks should be installed throughout the road. 
Trees should be planted on the section from Dundas to Lakeshore 
as required to maintain an overall consistency in appearance Soleuameanen

(a) the Town shall, when clause (c) is complied with, return 
the deposit or in the event of non-compliance do, or 
cause the necessary work to be done and charged against 
the deposit." 


On July 18, 1973, the Committee considered a report dated July 6, 

1973, from Mr. E. Bodnar, Director of Building, Zoning and License 
Department. He advised that in order to carry out Council's direction,

ITEMS CONSIDERED: 


890. FILE 02-38-68 - SANROSE CONSTRUCTION 
FILE BY-LAW 9676 - SANROSE CONSTRUCTION (#803) 


Council, at its meeting held on July 23, 1973, gave consideration to 
a request from Councillor Searle to rescind By-law 9676. This by-law 
rezoned a parcel of land on the west side of Dixie Road to RM7D4- 
Section 238. Further consideration of this matter was referred to 
General Committee. Mr. D. Steele, solicitor, appeared before 

the Committee to discuss the ramifications of amending the Zoning 
By-law as it pertains to File 02-38-68. Mr. Steele made the 
following statements: 


(a) that it is within Council's jurisdiction and authority to amend 
the Zoning By-law if acting in the best interests of the public 
and subject to receipt of Ontario Municipal Board approval. 


(b) the Town would not be liable for damages under a Mandamus 
Action as a result of passing the proposed by-law, provided 
it had received Ontario Municipal Board approval. 


(c) with regard to this specific application, a by-law passed would 
not affect these lands for the issuance of a building permit 
if an application for a building permit had been made prior to 
the passing of the by-law and subject to the building permit 
being in proper order. 


In answer to a question by Mr. Bodnar, Mr. Steele indicated that 
his Department was within its right not to issue a building permit 
for lands on which Council passed a by-law amending the Zoning 
By-law until such time as the Ontario Municipal Board approved or 
refused the zoning. 
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@ The Committee recommended the following: 


"That further consideration of this matter be deferred 
until a report is received from Mr. Bodnar with respect 
to the compliance of the building permit application with 
the Municipal By-laws.” 


This recommendation was adopted by Council on August 13, 1973. 


The Committee was advised in a memo dated August 3l, 1973, from 
Mr. Bodnar that the application was reviewed and found to be bona 
fide and accordingly, a building permit was issued. Mr. Bodnar 
also stated that in the processing of this application, a problem 
with interpretation of a section of the Zoning By-law relating 

to gross floor area and deductions therefrom, became apparent. 

In order to clarify this situation, he recommended that the Zoning 
By-law be amended to permit deductions from gross floor area of 
those sections of children's play, and other recreational areas, 
only if they are common areas. The By-law does not, at this time, 
specifically state that they must be common, but Mr. Bodnar believes 
this to have been the intent.

Messrs. H. J. A. Brown, J. Murray, G. Sheff and G. Abrams, appeared 
before the Committee on February 14, 1973, to discuss the develop- 
ment of an Educational, Social, Recreation and Commercial Complex 

in the Erin Mills Neighbourhood 5. Mr. Brown indicated that at 

the present time, Mr. Abrams has been engaged to design a satis- 
factory layout for the complex as it pertains to the needs of the 
Boards of Education and the Town. He stated that there have been 
many meetings held at a technical level and that it is the Peel 
County Board of Education's intention to construct as the first 
phase of this project, a Sr. Public School which is to be completed 
by September, 1974. Mr. Brown reviewed the proposal in general 
terms and suggested that some of the problems facing the Committee 
were the location of various facilities such as pools, arenas and 
libraries and also the timing of the project. He advised the 
implementation of the project was not proceeding at a satisfactory 
pace and suggested that the reason was that the various agencies 
(Boards of Education, Library Board, Developer and Town) were without 
central direction. In this regard, he requested that the Town 
appoint a Senior Official (elected or appointed) who would represent 
the Town in discussion regarding the Complex and in general provide 
the impetus to get the project under way. The Committee recommended:

This recommendation was adopted by Council on February 23, 1973. 
Mr. Geo. Abrams appeared before the Committee and presented 
proposals for the Erin Mills South Common which would include 
both public and separate school facilities, community facilities, 
and a commercial shopping plaza.

935. FILE 18-73A - CAWTHRA ROAD RECONSTRUCTION (#932) 


At Council's meeting held on August 27, 1973, the residents abutting 
Cawthra Road, presented a draft proposal with respect to the recon- 
struction of Cawthra Road. The proposal contained 13 items, as 
follows: 


"1. Cawthra Road is, in fact, a residential road. It should be 
maintained as such and rezoned accordingly. This change is 
the minimum required to protect the homes and families 
of present Cawthra residents who wish to enjoy the same comfort 
and security in the future as they do today. This proposal 
is also in keeping within the stated objectives of the three 
levels of government involved. 


2. Cawthra Road should contain no link with the proposed Hwy. 
403 and or Hwy. 401, since any such link would transform the 


road into an expressway. 


3. The entire road should not be widened beyond four lanes to a 
maximum total paved road width of 50 feet. This criteria 
should also be applied to all overpasses and underpasses. There 
must be no median. 


4. With the exception of the proposed cloverleaf exchange at the 
Queen Elizabeth Way and the intersections at Dundas and the 
Queensway, all other major highways, expressways or railroads 
should be crossed by means of overpass or underpass. 


E @ 5. The intersections at Dundas and at the Queensway should be 
modelled upon the existing intersection at Dixie and Dundas 
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a 6. <A speed limit of 30 m.p.h. should be sect for the entire 
road with the exception of school and playground areas 
where the limit should be 25 m.p.h. 


7. Existing trees should be preserved in théir present state. 


8. Heavy truck traffic should be banned throughout the sections 
from Eglinton to Dundas and the proposed Queensway to Lakeshore. 
No restrictions should be placed upon heavy truck traffic on 
the section from Dundas to the proposed Queensway. 


9. Land required for expansion south of the Q.E.W. must be ob- 
tained from the east side of the highway in accordance with 
the Provincial Order in Council of 1962. There will be no 
expropriation without full agreement of property owners 
involved. 


10. Boulevards and sidewalks should be installed throughout the 
road. Trees should be planted on the section from Dundas to 
Lakeshore as required to maintain an overall consistency in 
appearance throughout the length of the road. 


ll. A bicycle path should be installed throughout the road. 
12. Ramp type Baily Bridges at Q.E.W. Cloverleaf and at Arena. 


13. Upon completion of construction, all surplus land owned by the 
municipality along the right of way should be offered for 
sale to the adjacent homeowners.” 


NOTE: The recommendations on this item are set out to correspond 
with the 13 proposals submitted by the Cawthra Road 


residents. 
- RECOMMENDATION: The recommendation on this item is in 13 parts: 


1. That Cawthra Road be designated as a residential arterial road 
with the exception of the section abutting the established . 
industrial area between the Queensway and Dundas Street. 


2. That there should be a direct link between Cawthra Road and 
Highway 403 on the basis that Council does not feel that such 
a link will transform Cawthra Road into an expressway, based 
on the experience with the Islington Avenue connection to 


Highway 401. 


3. (a) That the County of Peel be requested to limit Cawthra Road 
to four lanes, with the exception of the section through the 
| established industrial area between Queensway and Dundas 
| @ Street and major intersections which may require additional 
ee storage lanes in the opinion of the. engineers.

25 m.p.h. in accordance with the engineers’ recommendations. 


That existing trees be preserved in their present state. 


That the policy regarding truck traffic on Cawthra Road be the 
same as that proposed for the Queensway, namely, limiting 
truck traffic during evening hours. 


That land required for reconstruction south of Queen Elizabeth 
Way be taken from either side as may be determined by the 


engineering design. 


That boulevards and sidewalks be installed throughout the length 
of Cawthra Road and trees planted on the section between Dundas 
and Lakeshore Road as required to maintain the overall consistency 
and appearance throughout the length of the road. 


That the County of Peel be requested to install a bicycle path 
throughout the length of the road. 


That the Ministry of Transportation and Communications be 
requested to provide adequate pedestrian crossing at the Queen 
Elizabeth Way. 


That the existing policy of the Town and County with regard 
to surplus lands, be adhered to.

At its meeting held on June 13, 1973, the Committee considered a 
memo dated June 5, 1973, from the Director of Building, Zoning 
and License Department in which he advised that the buildings on 
the above property have now, in his opinion, reached the state of 
deterioration and danger from risk of fire and accident which 
would necessitate legal action by way of a Demolition By-law. 

Mr. Bodnar stated that these buildings are extremely old and 
believed to carry some historical significance; however, no 
organization has come forward to indicate any special interest 
from a historical standpoint and the old "smithy" shop is completely 
unprotected and the historical site plaque removed. Mr. Bodnar 
recommended that if there is no intention of historical preser- 
vation, appropriate action should be taken in accordance with the 
Building By-law. The Committee recommended: 


"That Mr. Bodnar's memo dated June 4, 1973, be referred 
to the Metropolitan Toronto and Region Conservation 
Authority and Peel County Historical Society to determine 
whether or not they are interested in relocating or 


renovating this building." 


This recommendation was adopted by Council on June 25, 1973.

1116. FILE 109-73 - CABLE TELEVISION 


Council recently requested that the Town Engineer review the type 
of hardware available for use within the Cable T.V. Industry. 

The Committee considered an extensive report dated October 24, 1973, 
from the Town Engineer. The report stated in part: 


“Having reviewed the total need and requirements of pedestals, 
your Engineer has come to the conclusion that an extreme hardship 
would be imposed on the industry if the Town suddenly required all 
pedestals to be eliminated or restricted to a 14 inch height. 
Cable terminal pedestals may be restricted to 14 inches where 
located every fourth property or 21 inches where spaced every 

6 - 8 units. 


The industry should be required to modify their design procedures 
so that amplifier terminals are to be removed from the road 
allowance and set back near the building line (a requirement 
strenuously objected to by the industry because of legal, economic, 
and "people" consideration). An adequate lead time to permit 
experimentation and development of totally buried units is required 
if the Town wishes to allow the amplifiers to be placed on road 
allowances, and insists that they be buried. 
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The encouragement of rear lot Hydro and Bell systems may have the 
effect of ensuring that all future TV systems be located along rear 
property boundaries where the style and frequency of pedestals 

does not appear to have the same aesthetic impact on a neighbourhood. 
Both Bell and Hydro appear to be preferring street locations 

rather than rear lot locations, however, due to the many problems 

of easements, maintenance, and frequent trespass problems associated 
with rear lot maintenance. As it is necessary to place street 

light conductors on streets regardless of rear lot servicing, 

the most economical location for all these utilities appears to be 
in a common trench along the street. 


In existing developed areas, street location is highly preferred 
by the Cable T.V. industry, even though Hydro and Bell may be 
located in the rear lots due to easement and construction diffi- 


culties. 


We trust these comments may be of assistance to the Committee in 
their deliberations with respect to possible restrictions to be 
inposed upon the Cable T.V. industry. We would recommend that 
before any restrictions are imposed the cable industry be given 
an opportunity to comment on any restrictions the Town would 


propose to enact." 


The Committee also considered a letter dated October 30, 1973, from 
Mr. T. A. Abrahams, and a letter dated October 26, 1973, from Mr. 

& Mrs. J. Burke, regarding cable T.V. Mr. Abrahams wishes to make 
representation to General Committee or Council when the matter is 
dealt with. There was also a request from a Mrs. Middleton that 

an evening meeting of Council be held to discuss cable T.V. The 
Committee was advised that an evening meeting of Council is 
scheduled for November 26, 1973, to discuss the proposed arena

With reference to the Mississauga 
situation and the possibility of setting up such a clinic, he 
recommended the purchase of the animal hospital immediately adjacent 
to the Humane Society Building on Mavis Road. He stated that the 
cost of this acquisition should be borne by the Town and that the 
Humane Society would then endeavour to maintain and operate the 
facility at no cost to the Municipality.

1235. FILE 9-73 - LICENSING GENERAL (LICENSING COMMISSION)

On November 14, 1973, Messrs. Bishop, Dobson and McIntosh, repre- 
senting the Ontario Hydro, appeared before the Committee to discuss 
the proposed installacion of one 230 KV and one 27 KV transmission 
line on the right-of-way between Southdown Road and Indian Grove. 
Mr. B. Fleming, representing Hydro Mississauga and Mrs. Gray, 
representing the ratepayers in the area, also appeared. Two 
alternative proposal were presented for the Committee's 
consideration. The first proposal involved the construction of a 

: 230 KV line in an area presently reserved for a future 230 KV line as 

. a previously proposed, together with the construction of a 27 KV 
line in an area presently reserved for a future 230 KV line. This 
proposal would allow the Hydro to proceed with implementation 
of the necessary transmission line to meet area needs but would, 
however, involve the relocating of the 27 KV line at such time 
as the additional 230KV line is required. The advantage of this 
proposal is that the 27 KV line could be located well within the 
right-of-way and would not be situated along the very edge of the 
right-of-way. The second alternative proposal suggested was the 
burying of the 27 KV transmission line along the southerly edge of 
the right-of-way with the total cost to be borne by the Town of 
Mississauga. Representatives of the ratepayers indicated that their 
concern with the original proposal was that it would involve the 
destruction of trees within the right-of-way which presently 
provide screening from the existing towers. The Committee ) 


recommended : on 


"That this matter be given further consideration upon \ 
receipt of the two alternative proposals in writing, 
together with related costs from Ontario Hydro." 


This recommendation was adopted by Council on November 26, 1973.

2. Report dated November 28, 1973, from Mr. B. Fleming, Hydro 
Mississauga. 
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The two alternatives suggested by Ontario Hydro were as follows:

1. Construct a wood pole 2 circuit 27.6 KV line immediately south 
of the existing steel towers. This wood pole line would 
replace the need for the existing tower line and it can then 
be removed. 


2. Construct a second 2-circuit 27.6 KV wood pole line approximately

Alternative B

2. Install two 27.6 KV underground cable circuits from Lorne 
Park TS to Southdown Road along the Hydro right-of-way. 


3. Remove the existing steel tower line. 


4. Construct a 2 circuit 230 KV steel pole line 38 feet south 
of the north boundary of the Hydro right-of-way. 


It was pointed out to the Committee that with regard to Alternative 
B, Ontario Hydro advised that the proposal is based on Mississauga 
Hydro agreeing to pay the cost involved in constructing the under- 
ground cable circuits, estimated to be $1,000.00. Mr. Fleming 
stated that because of the high cost of underground transmission, 
the Commission cannot accept Ontario Hydro's proposal B as set out 
in the letter. Mr. McNaughton, a resident of the area, appeared 
before the Committee and requested that this matter be deferred for 
one week in order that he may discuss the matter further with 
representatives of Ontario Hydro. He stated that he was aware that 
the costs of the underground proposal were prohbitive but suggested 
that he felt that further negotiations with the Hydro may be 
beneficial.

the Commissioner of Planning with respect to the Solandt Commission 
hearings. The Staff report and recommendations dated September 

20, 1973, adopted by Council on September 24, 1973, approved 

and submitted to the Solandt Commission, Mississauga's views 
regarding the proposed alignment. The final recommended route of the 
consultant, Mr. Bruce Howlett was contained in the September 20, 
1973, report. Although Mr. Howlett has given considerable evidence 
in support of the proposed route, it is possible that another 
alignment or a variation of the proposed alignment could be chosen. 
Dates have not been established for either the submission of 
Commissioner Solandt's report to the Provincial Cabinet or the 
Provincial Cabinet's final decision. The Committee was also advised 
that the proposed route is located only symbolically; the precise 
location of the line would be determined after further detailed 
study and public participation. Further information regarding the

1242. FILE 02-24-73 - MARKBOROUGH PROPERTIES 


This is a proposal to revise the land use designations of the Official 
Plan for Neighbourhoods 3, 4, 5 and parts of 6 and 7, and Meadowvale 
West Centre, and to establish a corresponding zoning pattern for 
Neighbourhood 3 and Meadowvale West Community Centre in accordance 
with proposed plans of subdivision T-23264 and S-17-73 respectively. 
The Planning Board Staff concluded that the proposed amendment to 
the Official Plan is acceptable and that the requested zoning 

could be approved subject to site pian and landscaping plan 
approvals for detached cluster, multiple-family, apartment, and 
commercial developments; a housekeeping agreement for commercial 
development; and the lands being developed via a plan of subdivision.

‘that a public meeting be held. The Planning Board again considered 
the application on December 11, 1973, and recommended that the 

staff report recommending approval subject to certain conditions be 
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adopted; and further, that no time limit be imposed on the lands to 
be reserved for future governmental use, as requested by Mr. 

Comyns in his letter of October 16, 1973. The Committee was 
advised that Markborough Properties asked that the ten acres of 
governmental lands within this Official Plan amendment, if not 

used by the Town, be reverted back to Markborough Properties 

after ten years. As noted above, the Planning Board refused this 


request. 
RECOMMENDATION: That application 0Z-24-73, Markborough 
Properties, be approved, subject to the conditions of the 


Planning Board Report dated November 13, 1973. 


1243. FILE 18-73 - ROADS GENERAL (HAZELHURST ROAD) 


The Committee considered a report dated December 4, 1973, from 

the Industrial Commissioner with reference to improvements to 
Hazelhurst Road. Mr. Rowe advised that this road is the property 
of the Town and suggested that the best interests of the 
Municipality and those residents on Hazelhurst Road would be 

served if certain services to the road could be installed so that 
industrial development could proceed adjacent to the road. 

The Engineering Department suggested that approximately $670,000.00 
would be required to provide the necessary services, excluding the 
purchase of any land for road widening purposes. The Committee 
also considered a letter dated December 3, 1973, from a company 
interested in locating in the area. Mr. Rowe attended the meeting 
and reviewed the history of Hazelhurst Road and the attempts which 
had been made to upgrade this facility. Mr. Anderson stated that, 
at the present time, the Towns owns a 33 foot right-of-way and 

the owners on the west side have agreed to dedicate 16 feet. If 
this road is to be used as an industrial road, it will also require 
a dedication of at least 16 feet from the property owners on the 
east side. Mr. Anderson cautioned, however, that a proper 
industrial road should be 86 feet in width. Mr. Rowe stated that 

a large company headquartered in the United States wished to locate 
on a 23 acre parcel of land situated at the north end of Hazelhurst 
Road but required confirmation that the road would be upgraded. 


RECOMMENDATION: The recommendation on this item is in four parts: 
1. That the Town Engineer report on the cost breakdown of the 


local improvements required to upgrade Hazelhurst Road, 
including land acquisition. 
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That the proposal referred to in Mr. Rowe's report dated 
December 4, 1973, be referred to the Planning Department 
for consideration. 


3. That the necessary agreements be entered into to provide 
for the development of the site, should the local improvements 
be carried out. 


4. That the proposal referred to in Mr. Rowe's report dated 
December 4, 1973, be approved in principle. 


1244. FILE 88-73 - TRAFFIC BY-LAW (GO STATION PARKING LOT) 
FILE 153-73 - GO TRANSIT 


The Committee considered a report dated November 29, 1973, from 
the Town Engineer, dealing with traffic problems being experienced 
in the vicinity of the Go Station parking lot at Highway #10. 

Mr. Anderson advised that people making use of the parking lot, 
instead of taking the most direct route to Highway #10, are taking 
a slightly longer but faster route through residential streets 
ending up at Highway #10. This is causing inconvenience and 
undue traffic on local residential streets and Mr. Anderson 
recommended the enactment of a by-law to amend By-law 7037 

to provide that Oriole Avenue be designated "No Left Turns" 

at the exit driveway from the Go Station parking lot. 


RECOMMENDATION: That Mr. Anderson's report dated November 29, 
1973, be adopted and that the necessary by-law to amend By-law 


7037, be passed by Council.

The Committee considered a letter dated August 23, 1973, from 
Mr. P. H. Masengi, 485 Michelle Rowe. Mr. Masengi intends to 
build a garage facing Mississauga Valleys Boulevard and requires 
the lifting d@ the one foot reserve to provide actess. Mr. 
Bonvivere, in a report dated November 30, 1973, could see no 
objection to lifting the portion of the one foot reserve to 
provide a 20 foot driveway access, providing a one foot reserve 
is received along the flankage of the Michelle Row side of the 
lot.

PILE 42-73 - ROAD CLOSING (LOTS 257 TO 260, 265, & 267, 
TORONTO 4) (#416) 


At its meeting on April 18, 1973, the Committee considered the 
following: 


. Letter dated January 15, 1973, from Mr. E. Phillips; 

. Report dated February 2, 1973, from the Deputy Town Engineer; 
. Letter dated February 9, 1973, from Mr. E. Phillips; 

. Plan outlining subject properties. 
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The Committee was advised that the Municipality, in accordance with 
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Council’s earlier approval, is proposing to close a portion of 
laneway behind Lots 257 to 260, Plan Tor. 4 (Malton). This lane, 
when closed, will be conveyed to the Post Office, together with 
Lots 265 to 267. Mr. Phillips stated that he is opposed to this 
closing as it eliminates a legal access to his property. Mr. 
Maughan advised that Mr. Phillirs also has access to his property 
by trespassing over the paved parking lot of the Malton Post 
Office. Mr. Maughan suggested that should the Post Office 
authorities prevent Mr. Phillips from using their parking lot 

as access, the Municipality could construct an alternate access 
at a cost of approximately $6,000.00. Mr. Phillips in his letter 
dated February 9, 1973, indicated that he feels his access across 
the Post Office property is not satisfactory and that the Town 
should construct an alternate access. The Committee recommended: 


"That further consideration of this matter be deferred 
pending a meeting being held between Councillor McKechnie 
and the Town Solicitor.” 


This recommendation was adopted by Council on April 24/25, 1973. 


Councillor McKechnie advised the Committee that he had several 
discussions with representatives of the Federal Authorities and 

he was of the opinion that circumstances had now changed 
sufficiently to warrant the Town requesting the Postal authorities 
to drop its interest in the acquisition of the above referred to 
lots. Councillor McKechnie indicated that one of the officials 
from the Postal authorities had suggested that it may be possible 
to at least eliminate the need for one of the lots.

The Committee was advise! that Mr. Shenkman asked the Town to 
consider a rebate of a portion of the taxes on the Toronto Inter- 
national Centre of Commerce building and lands.

The following resolution was passed by Council at its meeting 
held on October 22, 1973: 


“BE IT RESOLVED that the H.E.P.C. representatives be 
invited to attend the General Committee meeting of 
October 31, and if unable to do so, November 7 at 
9:00 a.m. to discuss the proposed construction of the 
section of the H.E.P.C. right-of-way from Southdown 
Road to Indian Grove.” 


On November 14, 1973, Messrs. Bishop, Dobson and McIntosh, repre- 
senting the Ontario Hydro, appeared before the Committee to discuss 
the proposed installation of one 230 KV and one 27 KV transmission 
line on the right-of-way between Southdown Road and Indian Grove. 
Mr. B. Fleming, representing Hydro Mississauga and Mrs. Gray, 
representing the ratepayers in the area, also appeared. Two 
alternative proposal were presented for the Committee's 
consideration. The first proposal involved the construction of a 
230 KV line in an area presently reserved for a future 230 KV line as 
previously proposed, together with the construction of a 27 KV 

line in an area presently reserved for a future 230 KV line. This 
proposal would allow the Hydro to proceed with implementation 

of the necessary transmission line to meet area needs but would, 
however, involve the relocating of the 27 KV line at such time 

as the additional 230KV line is required. The advantage of this 
proposal is that the 27 KV line could be located well within the 
right-of-way and would not be situated along the very edge of the 
right-of-way. The second alternative proposal suggested was the 
burying of the 27 KV transmission line along the southerly edge of 
the right-of-way with the total cost to be borne by the Town of 
Mississauga. Representatives of the ratepayers indicated that their 
concern with the originai proposal was that it would involve the 
destruction of trees within the right-of-way which presently 
provide screening from the existing towers. The Committee 


recommended : 


“That this matter be given further consideration upon 
receipt of the two alternative proposals in writing, 
tegether with related costs from Ontario Hydro." 


This recommendation was adopted by Council on November 26, 1973. 


The Committee, at its meeting on December 12, considered: 
l. Report dated November 14, 1973, from Mr. C. E. Bishop, Ontario 


2. Report dated November 28, 1973, from Mr. B. Fleming, Hydro

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The two alternatives suggested by Ontario Hydro were as follows: 


Alternative A 


1. Construct a wood pole 2 circuit 27.6 KV line immediately south 
of the existing steel towers. This wood pole line would 
replace the need for the existing tower line and it can then 
be removed. 


2. Construct a second 2-circuit 27.6 KV wood pole line approximately

It was pointed out to the Committee that with regard to Alternative 
B, Ontario Hydro advised that the proposal is based on Mississauga 
Hydro agreeing to pay the cost involved in constructing the under- 
ground cable circuits, estimated to be $1,000,000.00. Mr. 8 
stated that because of the high cost of underground transmission, 
the Commission cannot accept Ontario Hydro's proposal B as set out 
in the letter. Mr. McNaughton, a resident of the area, appeared 
before the Committee and requested that this matter be deferred for 
one week in order that he may discuss the matter further with 
representatives of Ontario Hydro. He stated that he was aware that 
the costs of the underground proposal were prohbitive but suggested

1047. FILE 39-72 - CONFERENCES AND MEMBERSHIPS (ONTARIO GOOD ROADS 
. ASSOCIATION 





The Committee was advised that a membership fee invoice in the amount 
of $100.00 was received from the Ontario Good Roads Association for the 
calendar year 1972. The Committee also considered the convention 
programme information for the 0.G.R.A. 78th Anniversary Convention to 
be held February 21, 22 and 23, 1972, at the Royal York Hotel, Toronto. 


RECOMMENDATION: That the invoice in the amount of $100.00 be paid 


and the convention programme information be received. 


1048. FILE 78-71 - DIVISIONS OF LAND (CAB 189-71 - KOWAL & MICALLEF LTD. ) 


The Committee was advised that the Committee of Adjustment, in a decision

Services Limited who operate the rat control programme being carried 
out in the Town. The Committee was advised that the quotation for the 
1972 programme is $13,200.00 based on a service charge oi $1,100.00 
per month. This is the same amount as charged in 1971. P.C.0. offered 
an advantage by an advance payment discount of $1,100.00 by paying the 
net amount of $12,100.00 within 30 days.

The Committee considered a letter dated December 1, 1971, from Woolley, 
Dale and Stevens on behalf of Welton Limited, requesting that Block K, 
Plan 755, be granted to the County of Peel so that the County will pass 
an opening by-law to permit access to the Queensway West. Also attached 
to the agenda was a copy of a report dated December 8, 1971, from the 
Town Engineer recommending that Mr. Dale's request be approved and 

that a deed to Block K, Registered Plan 755, be forwarded to the County 


at the earliest opportunity. 


RECOMMENDATION: That the Town deed Block K, Registered Plan 755 


gratuitously to the County of Peel. 


1053. FILE 113-71 - BY-LAW ENFORCEMENT OFFICER (SITE PLANS) 


Council, at its meeting on September 27, 1971, adopted the recommendation 
that a staff member be assigned to inspect and photograph all properties 
which have been developed on site plan approval basis and that Council 
be assured of the following: 


1. That all of the planting and landscaping shown on site plans has 


actually been done. . 
2. That parking lot screening as required by by-law has been planted. 


General Committee, at its meeting on October 20, 1971, requested a 
report from the Building, Zoning and License Department on the steps 
taken to implement this recommendation. The Committee considered a 
report dated December 6, 1971, from Mr. C. C. Moore, Senior By-law 
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Enforcement Officer, with regard to the 35 locations being developed 
pursuant to site development plans. Mr. Moore recommended that con- 
sideration be given to not only requiring the respective completion 

of the developments but also to the maintenance of them, and further, 
that a time limit for completion be considered. Mr. Moore attended 
this meeting and presented photographs of the sites in question. He 
indicated that changes were required to site plan by-laws whereby the 
developer should be required to implement all work set out on the site 
plan within six months. Also considered by the Committee was a sug- 
gestion that the developer be required to deposit a letter of credit 
with the Town sufficient to carry out the works shown on the site plan. 
This deposit would be made prior to the enactment of the zoning by-law 
and the developer would be required to show cause why the Town should 
not use the deposit to implement the works if he had not carried out 
the work within a reasonable time. 


RECOMMENDATION: That the above matter be referred to the Planning 


Board for its comments. 


1054. FILE OZ-38-68 - SANROSE CONSTRUCTION (#1034) 


The General Committe, at its meeting held on December 1, 1971, recommended 
that the Planning Board Report dated September 10, 1968, be re-presented 
to the Committee for consideration, along with a report from the Town 
Solicitor setting out the financial and site plan implications involved 
should the Town decide not to proceed with this application. The 
Committee considered the Planning Board Report and Mr. L. W. Stewart, 
Town Solicitor, advised the Committee that the Ontario Municipal Board 
would likely be unable to require unit levies, road widenings, etc., 
however, it may require site plan approval, should the applicant decide 
to take this matter directly to the Ontario Municipal Board. General 
Committee, at its meeting.on December 8, 1971, recommended that this 
item be deferred and that che applicant be invited to attend a future 
General Committee meeting. Messrs. M. Jones, G. Humeniuk and Dr. 
Humeniuk attended this meeting and briefly discussed the nature of 

the development. It was indicated that there would be two apartment 
buildings together with some town houses and recreational facilities 
on the site. The Committee reviewed the history oi the application in 
some depth. The Committee was advised by the Staff that, normally, 

the engineering and financial requirements of the developer were 
required to be met prior to the presentation of the zoning by-law to 
Council. The Committee, in this instance, advised that it preferred 
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that these requirements be made after the zoning by-law is dealt with 
and prior to its circulation if, in fact, the by-law is passed. 


RECOMMENDATION: That the necessary zoning by-law be presented to 
Council at its meeting to be held on January 25, 1971. 


1055. FILE 0Z-11-69 - MUNDEN ACRES LIMITED (#877) 


This is a proposal to amend the Zoning By-law from R3 to RM7D4 to 
permit the construction of apartments. The site is a 12 acre regular 
shaped parcel of land with a total frontage of 1074 feet on the north 
Service Road, adjacent to the west side of Cawthra Road. This appli- 
cation was considered by the Planning Board on October 12, 1971, at 
which time it was decided that the applicant be requested to submit 

a further revised site plan on a total multi-family townhouse development. 
Senmial Committee was advised on November 3, 1971, in a letter dated 
October 28, 1971, from Mr. R. B. Humeniuk, Secretary, Munden Acres 
Limited, that it is their intention to proposed an alternate to the 
submitted site plan whereby a 12 storey building and a 3 storey building 
immediately to the east thereof would be replaced by two 7 storey 
apartment buildings instead of the site plan previously presented to the 
Planning Board. Mr. Petschar advised the Committee that the Planning 
Board originally approved a site plan for these lands which provided for 
townhouse development with no high rise units and that the purchesers 
of homes in the area had been so advised. He further indicated that 
the Planning Board had been requested to consider a revised proposal 
by the applicant which provided for 202 townhouse units and an 88 unit - 
12 storey apartment building. The Planning Board requested that the 
applicant provide a revised site plan. The General Committee's recom- 
mendation, "That the Planning Board's requirements be upheld,"was 
adopted by Council on Nevember 8, 1971. The Committee considered a 
letter dated December 7, 1971, from Mr. R. B. Humeniuk requesting ‘that. 
Council reconsider their proposal ot the two 7 storey buildings or, 
in the alternative, waive all levies and imposts, including the Cawthra 
Creek storm sewer levy that to date have been a requirement for the 
removal of the holding zone affecting the subject lands. 


RECOMMENDATION: That Council's previous decision to uphold the 
requirements of the Planning Board, be again upheld. 








The General Committee, at its meeting on November 10, 1971, considered 
a letter dated May 27, 1971, from the Manager of the Mississauga Water 
Commission regarding the practice of introducing corrosion inhibitors 
into potable water supplies. The Committee's recommendation, “That the 
Building Department report on the possibility of eliminating the use of 
galvanized pipe in apartments in the Town of Mississauga", ‘ was adopted 
by Council on November 22, 1971.

And Whereas the design of such transmission lines is the responsibility 
of the Hydro Commission, it is suggested that one possibility is slim 
line steel towers designed for a minimum of 300 feet centres and that 
all said designs be submitted to this council for approval from an 
aesthetic point of view". 





The Committee was advised that Mississauga Hydro and the Municipality 
have been advised by the Ontario Hydro that the problem of the design for 
an improved appearance LT line with 300 feet spacing, had been submitted 
to their Transmission and Distribution Design Engineer in head office 
and that he advised that he will have design and cost studies prepared 
for three types of structures, as follows: Wood poles, concrete poles 
and steel poles, by December 31, 1972. These design and cost studies 
will be forwarded to Mississauga Hydro for consideration, after com- 
pletion. The Committee expressed concern with the existing transmission 
lines of the Ontario Hydro and in particular, the apparent use of more 
poles than are required. Deputy Reeve Clarkson cited a specific example 
as being the Eglinton Avenue transmission circuit. Councillor Searle 
indicated that at the time Council considered the Haig Boulevard - 

Ogden Avenue transmission line, the Town was advised by the Ontario 
Hydro that these newly installed poles would eliminate all other existing 
poles on the street.

He indicated that this policy has been confirmed by the 
Federal Minister responsible for the C.M.H.C. Councillor McKechnie 

stated that he had received a call from Mr. H. Chappell's office and 

was advised that the reason he and the Malton ratepayers were not made 
aware of the project prior to its approval by C.M.H.C. was due to an 
oversight. He further indicated that he was advised that Mr. Chappell 

had discussed this error with the Minister and was assured that in the 
future, all such applications would be forwarded to the Municipality 

for prior consideration. Mr. McCullough reiterated his statement that 

to date, his office fias not received any such direction. Mr. McCullough 
also indicated dur the discussion of this item, that the income 
group using these facilities was between $500.00 and $700.00 per month.

Mr. McCullough suggested that the determination of suitable site 
plans and amenities was a matter to be handled between the developer and 
the Town and that the C.M.H.C. should not attempt to intervene in this 
area. He further stated that he would advise officials in his depart- 
ment in Ottawa of the Town's concern with regard to notification. During 
the discussion of this item, it was suggested that Mr. Petschar should 
contact the Project Architect in Mr. McCullough's office to discuss 

the suitability of existing sites in the Town in order that at such time 
as a development proposal is received by C.M.H.C., it may be aware of the 
Town's requirements. Mr. McCullough advised that it would probably be 
necessary to form a “jury” which would discuss the allocation and approval 
of C.M.H.C. mortgages. He stated that if this "jury" was formed in 

1972, he would attempt to have someone from the Mississauga area appointed. 
Councillor McKechnie asked that written comments be submitted by C.M.H.C.

to the approval of the loan for this site. Mr. Fryberg advised the 
Committee that there would only be five surface parking sites for visitors 
and that all remaining visitor parking would be underground.

At its meeting on September 22, 1971, the General Committee considered 
a letter dated August 9, 1971, from Mr. R. B. Steer of 7061 Harwick 
Drive with respectto drainage problems on his property. The Committee 
also considered a report dated August 23, 1971, from the Town Engineer 
suggesting that the owner of the townhouse development located adjacent 
to-the rear of Mr. Steer's property, be approached by the Town to 
request co-operation in maintaining a swale free and clear of obstruction 
particularly during periods of inclement weather.

Messrs. Sopinka and Sorokolit appeared before the 
Committee and requested that this proposed subdivision to create 19 lots 
fronting on Stillmeadow Road, be approved for final processing towards 
registration. Mr. Sopinka indicated that Fergo Developments was willing 
to pay for the completion of the reconstruction of Stil lmeadowRoad.

The Committee considered a letter dated January 6, 1972, from Mr. G. S. 
Palmer addressed to Ceuncillor Kennedy advising that he objects to the 
widening of Cliff Road for several reasons. This letter was considered 
by Council on January 10, 1972, and the staff was requested to report 
on this matter. The Committee considered a report dated January 21, 1972, 
from the Town Engineer advising that the pavement lanes recommended are 
in accordance with the Traffic Planning Study adopted in principle by 
Council. He advised that although it may be argued that the widening 
to four lanes will not be required until the Queensway is constructed, he 
believes that the Queensway will be available to this point prior to the 
expiration of the lifetime of the works proposed for Cliff Road. He 
also advised that should the road be constructed at this time to a nare 
rower width, additional expense will be required in the future to remove 
the curbs and construct new ones to accommodate four lanes of pavement. 
Mr. Anderson stated that he does not believe that there will be an 
_ appreciable immediate increase in traffic on Cliff Road as a result of the 
“widening to four lanes, but such increase can and should be anticipated 
following the construction of the Queensway to this point, and the 
extension of Grenville Street, north to the McLaughlin Development and 
the construction of a grade separation at the C.P.R. tracks on this 
alignment. Mr. Anderson also stated that his Department has received 
several objections to the proposed widening from residents bordering 
directly om Cliff Road, however, the implementation of the recommendations _’ 
within the Traffic Planning Study will involve several instances of 
inconvenience to bordering residents, to the benefit ot the majority 
of the people in Mississauga. Mr. Brian Brock and several residents 
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of Cliff Road appeared before the Committee and Mr. Brock presented a 


brief entitled, “The Widening of Cliff Road". He indicated that 
the four main concerns of the residents of Cliff Road were as follows: 


‘Reasons why Cliff Road should not be widened to a Four Lane Highway: 


l. It would create a flow of traffic that would clearly constitute 
a hazard to the children in the area; 


2. Tt would involve the destruction of trees and shrubs from which the 
area gets its character. 


3. #£=The eventual increase in traffic flow would seriously alter and 
change the character of the area and the life-style of the residents. 


&. It would have an adverse effect upon the property values of the 
houses in the area. , 


Mr. Brock stated that this area was adequately served by the proposed 
widening of Hurontario Street and Cawthra Road and that the only mefit- 
ing area would be the area north of Dundas Street between Cawthra Road 
and Hurontario Street. He further stated that, in fact, this area 

would be more than sufficiently served by the proposed widening of 
Cawthra Road, Hurontario Street, Base Line and the construction of 

Bloor Street. Mr. Anderson stated that in his opinion, it would be 
necessary to widen Cliff Road from the Queensway northerly to four 

lanes at such time as the Queensway is constructed and that if Cliff 
Road is not reconstructed, then the alternative is to construct additional 
lanes on Cawthra Road and Hurontario Street over and above those proposed 
in the Traffic Planning Study, to the extent that these roads would 


become expressways.

2. A definite communications gap between the Town and residents 
is apparent. Failure to publish at the time the proposals 
@ were released, any material to support the proposals as 
being consistent with good planning - nothing to show that 
the proposals would not change the character of the community.

The Committee considered a letter from Bowyer, Beatty, Bowyer & Green- - ’ 
slade, along with Statutory Declarations made by Mr. Manuel and Mrs. a 
Rodgers in connection with their application for renewal of license 2 
plates. The solicitors’ letter stated that "Al's Taxi" consists of two 
licensed motor vehicles which are owned in partnership by Mr. Lyall 
Manuel and Mrs. Martha B. Rodgers. Mr. Manuel has the interest in 
another taxi cab basiness in the Town of Brampton (Arrow & Rosedale 
Taxis). He is not strictly the owner or holder of a taxi cab license, 
however, the Corporation in which he is a shareholder does have taxi cab 
licenses issued by the Town of Brampton; consequently, he is disclosing 
this indirect interest. The two motor vehicles licensed in the Town of 
Mississauga are used exclusively in the area from the location of their 
offices at 7046 Airport Road, Malton. The solicitors requested exemption 
from the Town's by-laws prohibiting a taxi cab license being issued to 
persons holding a license in another municipality. 





RECOMMENDATION: That existing holders of Mississauga plates be 
permitted to also hold plates in the Town of Brampton. 





234. FILE 10-72A - LICENSING (TAXI COMMITTEE) (#87) 


At its meeting on January 26, 1972, General Committee considered a

| Association advising that there are taxi cabs disregarding the Mississauga 
Hs By-law which prohibits taxis from other municipalities to procure fares 
@ at the Airport without proper licensing. The Committee expressed concern

The Committee considered a report dated February 18th, 1972, from 
the Town Engineer with regard to the closing of Eighth Line East. 
The proposed plan of subdivision, Dalewood Investments, is situated 
north of Monring Star Drive and immediately west of the unopened 
Eighth Line road allowance. Eighth Line will ultimately be closed 
from Morning Star Drive from approximately 3500 feet northerly to a 
point where it will veer to the east and intersect the Indian Line, 
at the intersection of Finch Avenue in Metropolitan Toronto. The 
developer requested that the Town proceed with the closure of Eighth 
Line in order that one-half of the lands may be conveyed to him so 
that he can incorporate them within his plan to form part of the lots 
and blocks immediately abutting the Eighth Line.

Mr. Bonvivere concluded 
that the requested rate increases were over inflated and that dupli- 
cation of services by having 2 operators was unnecessary. Mr. Bon- 
vivere concluded by recommending that only one carrier, namely, 
Charterways Limited, be allowed to operate Mississauga Transit in- 
cluding the Malton Area. Mr. Bonvivere attended the meeting and 
advised that the Jarmary, 1972 subsidy for the Malton route is 
41.7%. He also indicated that under the proposed Georgetown rate 
structure, tne Town will face a $14.50 per hour operating cost as 
opposed to the present $11.00 per hour operating cost charged by 
Charterways.

298. FILE 26-72 - ZUNING 





At the General Committee's meeting on February 23, 1972, Councillor 

Searle advised that ratepayers on Family Crescent were compiaining about 
the outside storage in conjunction with the operation or the apple storage 
business being carried out on the property iying between the North 

Service Road and the C.E.W. Councillor Searle indicated that at the 

time the Department of Transportation and Communications expropriated 
land for the C.E.W. improvements, the operators were forced to move their 
storage from the south side of the building to the side backing onto 
Family Crescent. The following recommendation was made: 


l. That Mr. E. C. Law attempt to negotiate a satisfactory solution 
with the owners d the apple storage facility. 


2. That the solicitor prepare an opinion with regard to the 
feasibility of requesting the Department of Transportation and 
Communications to expropriate and relocate the apple storage 
business due to the detrimental effect of their earlier expropriation. 


3. That the solicitor also prepare an opinion as to whether or not the 
apple storage business is a legitimate continuing non-conforming 
use in view of the fact that it was originally operated as part and 
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parcel of the Watson's apple orchard which has subsequently 
been developed. 


At Council's meeting on February 28, 1972, the above item was 
deferred.

At its meeting on March 8, 1972, the General Committee considered a 
letter dated February 29, 1972, from Mr. R. M. Plant of the law firm 
of Bowyer, Beatty, Bowyer & Greenslade.

Council, at its meeting held on February 14, 1972, adopted the follo- 
wing General Committee recommendation: 


"That Mississauga Hydro be requested to explain tre 
apparent pole duplication in the area of the Souta 
Service Road, Haig Boulevard anda Ogden Avenue’. 


The Committee considered a report dated March 15, 1972, from Mr. 

B. Fleming, Manager, Hydro Mississauga. Mr. Fleming indicated that 
in most cases, hydro facilities are located on the Ontario Hydro 
main transmission poles and that Bell facilities are only used to 
maintain minimum road clearances.

its own poles and as indicated in the last paragraph of Mr. Fleming's

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301. FILE 10-72 - LICENSING GENERAL (PAWNBROKERS) 


Council, at its meeting on December 13, 1971, considered a letter 
dated November 17, 1971, requesting the passing of a bylaw to permit 
the licensing of a pawn shop in connection with a jewellery store. 
It was Council's decision that a by-law be enacted to amend the 
Licensing By-law to include the licensing of Pawnbrokers. The Com- 
mittee considered a draft by-law submitted by the Deputy Director 

of Building, Zoning and License Department. The regulations dealing 
with a Pawnbrokers operation are included in the Pawnbrokers Act. 
This proposed by-law provides that before receiving a license, every 
pawnbroker will provide securities with the Town in the amount of 
$2,000.00 to insure the preservance of the provisions in the 
Pawnbrokers Act. The Committee also considered a report dated March 
17, 1972, from the Town Solicitor in which he advised that he has 
read the proposed by-law and would recommend its approval by Council. 


RECOMMENDATION: That the proposed by-law as considered by the 


General Committee with respect to Pawnbrokers, be passed by Council. 


302. FILE 10-72 - LICENSING GENERAL (VENDING TRUCKS ) 


At its meeting on November 24, 1971, the Committee was advised that 

on September 27, 1971, Council requested that the owners of all 
motorized vending vehicles (ice cream, popcorn, etc.) be invited to 
appear at a future General Committee meeting. Letters were sent 

to these owners inviting them to attend on November 24, 1971, at 

9:30 a.m. Sgt. Yakichuk appeared before the Committee and advised 
that the Police Department has experienced many problems with 
motorized vending vehicles in the Town of Mississauga. Representative: 
of the following firms also attended the meeting.

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The representative of Good Humour indicated that while the safety 
record for his company was very good, he recommended tnat Council 
take the necessary action to restrict the sale of ice cream 
products to bicycle vendors as opposed to motorized venicles. With 
regard to vendors categorized as "Commercial Lunch Vendors" repre- 
sentatives of Scott's Box Lunch Ltd., Jiffy Foods Limited and Your 
Host Caterers, indicated that they were in favour of tne Town 
revoking licenses of operators who 6old food on road allowances 

and ther@y creating hazardous conditions. The Committee recommended 
that a combined report prepared by Sgt. Yakichuk and Mr. A. Franks, 
be presented to a future General Committee meeting. T.Ais recommend- 
ation was adopted by Council on December 13, 1971. The Committee 
considered a report from Messrs. Yakichuk and Law dated March 6, 
1972, im which it stated that the two basic problems were as follows: 


1. Vending vehicles stopped on road allowances and major highways 
and the resulting hazambus condition to both the customer and 
passing vehicular traffic. 


2. Vending vehicles parked near schools and parks and the hazard 
caused by children aisregarding traffic and rumningz across the 
roads. 


Mr. Law recommended the enactment of an amendment to By-law 8535, 
Schedule 5 to provide tighter restrictions. It was pointed out Co 
the Committee that the main differences are the addition oi Clauses 
2, 3, 6 and 13 which are completely new. 


RECOMMENDATION: The recommendation on this item is in three parts: 


1. That all owners of vending vehicles who were requested to attend 
and did not attend the General Committee's meeting on November 
24, 1971, be requested to show cause why their licenses hould 
not be revoked. 


2. That motorized ice cream vehicles be banned from the Town of 
Mississauga. 


3. That Mr. Henderson ¢onvene a meeting with Messrs. Law and 
Kivell and report back to the General Committee on the method of 
prohibiting vending vehicles from stopping on major highways 
in order to sell their product. 














303. FILE 62-71 - DAY NURSERIES (#201) 


The Committee considered a report dated February 15, 1972, from 

the Planning Board with regard to the establishment of day nurseries 
in residential areas . Mr. Petschar advised that there are presently 
24 day care nurseries/day care centres within the Town oi Mississauga, 
most oi which are in residential zones. The Planning Staff concluded 
that the zoning by-law shoula be changed to delete day nurseries as 

a permited use in zones primarily allowing single family dwellings 
and semi-detached dwellings and include day nurseries as a spe@iric, 
permitted use in all apartment and multiple tamily zones. No other 
changes to the zoning by-law appear to benecessary to orovide tne 
basis for future day nurseries in Mississauga. The Committee was 
advised that proposals for such facilities in single family and semi- 
detachec areas, and possibly industrial areas, could be considered

304. FILE 5-72 - BUILDING GENERAL (BASEMENTS) 


The Committee was advised that Councillor McKechnie recently requested 
a report from the Building Department regarding the desirability 

of amending the Building By-law so as to require all houses Co be 
constructed with basements. The Committee considered a report cated 
March 16, 1972, from Mr. A. Franks, Deputy Director, Building, Zoning 
and License Department. He recommended that the Building By-law

COMMERCE 







The Committee considered a letter dated February 14, 1372, from Mr. 
Shenkman, in which he requested a redugtion in assessment in 
accordance with paragraph io, Section 3 of The Assessment Act R.S.Q. 
1970. The Committee was advised that the Assessment Act provides 
that Council may reduce the assessment on builaings owned by 
exhibitors.

At its meeting on February 23, 1972, the General Committee considered 
a report cated February 15, 1972, from te Town Engineer with reference 
to a araft vlan of subdivision which proposes CO estab_ish the road 
allowance and lots in the Millway Gate Development of Erin Mills. 

The report summarizea the variation of standards proposed for this 
development and the departure from the standard servicing policies 

of the Town. Mr. Anderson pointed out tha t the cegree of services 

to be provided are not standard and may create additional maintenance 
costs and complaints in tne future. During the discussion or the 
item, some members ot the Committee expressed concern with che pos- 
sible lack of snow removal and other deficiencies as set out in Mr.

Mayor Murray reported on the meeting he, Councillor McKechnie 
and L. W. Stewart attended in Ottawa regarding cable televi- 
sion.

Before the meeting commenced to deal with the Budget, Mayor 
Murray informed the members of the Committee of two meetings 
scheduled to take place in Ottawa April 18 during the after- 
noon and evening, and because of these meetings, dealing with 
C.R.T.C. Cable Television and C.M.H.C., he and Councillor 
McKechnie along with Mr. L. W. Stewart would be absent from 
Budget considerations on Tucsday afternoon April 18, 1972. 
(It was later decided to postpone Budget considerations on 
Tuesday afternoon until Wednesday, April 19.) 


Mayor Murray reported that the Current Budget proposed for 
1972 had been prepared by the various Departments, reviewed 
and revised by Mr. Henderson, Mr. Stewart, “ir. Burwell] with 
each Department Head, and then considered bv Councillor 
Kehoe and him 


He commented on the importance of reviewing the Budget because 
it represents the proposed programme of work and service for 
the year. “Mr. Murray told the Committee that he was hope‘ul 
that the proposed Budget would result in a slight decrease in 
the Residential rate. 


Mr. Henderson, in his openirg remarks, agreed with Mr. Murray's 
hope for a slight reduction. He pointed out that the "old 
South Peel Board Area" had been used for this projection be- 
cause different rates are still in effect for the various areas 
like South Peel and School Area No. 1. With regard to 
Commercial and Industrial he suggested that the Budget could 
result in a slight increase. 


Mr. Henderson pointed out that he had invited all Department 
Heads and Deputies to the opening session of Budget and that 
as each Department proposal is considered they will be called 
back if necessary.

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The remainder of the Budgets raised discussion and in some cases 
resulted in deletions or additions to the Budget. 


ENGINEERING & WORKS 


“Vr. Anderson gave a brief overview of his Department's Budget and 
raised the following points: 


(1) the heavy cost of winter maintenance had resulted in an over 
expenditure of $53,000.09 on roads and $15,000.90 on sidewalks 
therefore, unless there is an addition to the maintenance 
section, the summer maintenance would suffer, 


(2) the Manager had asked that $20,000.00 for equipment purchase 
and trade-ins be deleted and it should be put back in the 
Budget. 


(3) a front-end loader is in bad condition and should be replaced 
at a cost of $18,000.90 


Hie pointed out that in past years the traffic signals have been 
ordered one year and paid for in the following year - he questioned 
whether money should be put in this budget in case warrants show a 
need this year. His estimate of need in this area was $49,000.00. 
1t was agreed to use the same procedure as in past years and not 
include money in this Budget. 


Councillor Clarkson asked about the maintenance planned for Credit- 
view Road north of Britannia Road. Mr. Anderson pointed out he 
would scarify and reprime the road. 


Mr. Anderson was asked about the sanitary landfill operation and 
Mr. Hendersor informed the Conmrittee that negotiations are taking 
place with the operators which will include such problems as 
landscaping, gas, etc. and nothing would be required in the Town's 


Budget this year. 


Mr. Grice inquired abecut signs for the bus stops and was advised 
that the signs on the bus stops which would give the scheduled 
times for the buses had been placed on some of the routes and 
would be installed on the remainder very soon. 


FIRE 


Chief ‘“iller proposed to the Committeg that authorization be given 
for the purchase of a pumper truck in 1972 and it be included in 
the 1973 Current Budget. Estimated cost $40,000.00. 


INDUSTRIAL 


Mr. Rowe pointed out that the industrial film was several years 
out of date and consideration should be given to making an addition 
to his Budget to provide for the revision, His estimate was $3,500.00. 
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GRANTS §& SUBSIDIFS 





Mr. Henderson pointed out that no provision was made for a grant 
to the Mississauga Canoe Club. The General Committee had referred 
the question of a $53,000.00 grant to Budget. 


Tne Committee considered this item on the basis of spreading it 
over several years. It was pointed out that L.W. Stewart was 
checking to determine the legality of making such a grant. 


LIBRARY 


Mr. Boaretti, presented the Budget for the Board, assisted by W. 
Johnson and N. Ryan. He pointed out that the Board had encountered 
some difficulties during the year and had run over Budget. He 
assumed that the bills had been paid out of the Town's surplus 
because he had not had a reply to his letter pointing out that an 
over expenditure was going to exist. 


Mayor Murray was concerned about the Town's growth being 10% and 
the Library Budget being 25%. 


A discussion on per capita amounts for library service took place 
and Mr. Ryan pointed out that at the present time there is not 
enough space in the existing facilities to accommodate books that 
should be bought if the volumes to population ratio was up to what 
is considered good in library service. | 


Councillor Grice stated that the only real issue to be decided is 
whether we are satisfied with the service that is being provided 
for the money being spent and the expanded service that could be 
provided with the larger Budget. 


Councillor Kehoe asked what the increased flow through the library 
is and when he was informed that the flow increase was 10% - 15% 
he wondered about a Town growth of 10%, flow increase of 10-15% 


and a Budget increase of 25%. gs 
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Mr. F. Nason represented the Ontario Humane sas BF che doe control 


and answered questions regarding the operations of the g. control 
programme and changes that could be considered to impro\ e 
service. ae 


On the request for an increased per capita grant from 35 to 50 cents 
he gave information about other locations, increased costs, and the 


overdraft from last year. 


He informed the meeting that if the full increase requested could 
not be given this year, he could manage for the remainder of the 


eS year on .45 per capita. 
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He suggested that several areas could be considered to improve the 
finances of the operation: 


(1) a new schedule of license fees; 
(2) fines for offences; and 
(3) pound fees. 


“Mr. Henderson proposed that consideration be given to turning 
licenses for dogs over to the Society and allowing for this in the 
per capita grant. 


Councillor McKechnie suggested a report be submitted by the liumane 
Society concerning the points raised by Mr. Nason and “Mr. Henderson. 


STREET LIGHTING 


The Committee was concerned about the street lighting programme 
which has put so many lights in unpopulated areas of the Town. 

The specific street referred to was Eglinton Avenue West where 

several parts of the street are virtually vacant fields. 


Councillor Clarkson asked if some of the lights shouldn't be 
removed to save maintenance costs. 


Councillor Searle asked about why the updating programme for the 
south part of Ward 7 had not been brought forward. 


Mayor Murray proposed that the street lighting programme should be 
stopped until it is reviewed with Hydro staff. 


RECREATION AND PARKS 

Mr. Halliday gave a brief review of his budget and specifically 
mentioned that he had taken all park development out and because 
of that deletion the need for additional men has been taken out as 
well. There were two reasons for removing park development from 
the Budget. (1) The amount of work done under the Employment 
Incentive Programme and a decision to leave this part of the 
programme to the end of the Budget for consideration with the 


Committee. 


During consideration of the recreation part of the Budget several 
questions were asked about several areas of the recreation programme. 
Scheduling of time in community centres, learn to skate class, 
gymnastics, Tomac Swim Club, competitors in Amateur Sport i.e. 

Debby Van Kiekebelt. 


After these points were discussed it was agreed that, generally 
speaking, the Department is attempting to meet the needs of these 
groups as well as possible. One area that will receive further 
consideration is the feasibility of the learn to skate class being 
rescheduled to provide more time on Saturday for minor hockey. 











Mayor Murray asked about registration line-ups and the possibility 
of improving on the system. It was agreed that the Department 
would review the system of registration. 


Councillor Grice asked about the use of outdoor artificial ice 
rinks - it was pointed out that the cost of these facilities is 
high ana some of the municipalities which have had them are 
starting to cover them. The review of the Recreation and Community 
Centres section of the Budget was completed on April 18. 


On April 19 consideration was given to Parks Maintenance and 
Development. 


Mr. Halliday pointed out that the Town makes extensive use of 
school properties during the summer months - and it is the Town's 
responsibility to maintain these properties. The cost of this 
work is estimated at $52,750.00. 


Mr. Halliday also recommended that 5 trucks be purchased at $8,625. 
approximately instead of renting at $7,500. as set out in the 
Budget; purchase 2 tractors estimated at $8,000. instead of 


renting at $6,400. 
Reeve Parsons proposed a sum of $20,000. in the Budget for trees. 


The Committee consideted.a dist of items for development of various 
parks. A list of items agreed upon follows in the list of recom- 
mendations as well ag} =#ollowing additions: 


1) $4,000. addition to provide for the burying of the electric 
conduits at the same time as the water line is put in for 
eventually lighting rinks and ball diamonds;

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326. FILE 198-71 - OLD BURNHAMTHOR PE puBLTC SCHOOL (TORONTO FRENCH 
FILE 9-72 - LIBRARY BOARD (#243 & 254 SCHOOL 


At the General Committee meeting on March 1, 1972, Mr. Giles ot the 
Toronto French School was asked to investigate the possibility of 
using part of the Cooksville United Church building for his school. 
The Committee considered a letter dated March 30, 1972, from the 





Chairman of the Mississauga Library Board advising that it has again 


considered the matter of expansion of space at its location in the 
Old Burnhamthorpe School and the alternate location in the Rockwood 
Mall. The Board's decision was unanimous CO expand the present 
facilities and requested Council to honour its commitment of assign- 
ing this space to the Library Board. Also attached to the agenda 


were copies of letters dated March 17 and March 22, 1972, from Sitzer 


and Sitzer, and J. Montague, respectively, with regard to the 
possibility of negotiating a lease for library facilities in the 


Rockwood Mall. 
RECOMMENDATION: That the Burnhamthorpe Community Centre be approved

327. FILE 34-72 - COMMITTEE OF ADJUSTMENT (VARIANCES - LENWORTH DEV .) 


FILE 0Z-16-65 - MENDELOW (#277) 


Council, at its meeting held on January 24, 1972, was advised by 
Councillor Gregory that the Committee of Adjustment had approved 
an applimtion for a minor variance under File CAA 244-71 whereby 
Lenworth Developments Limited requested the Committee to authorize 
a minor variance to the existing site plan to allow a total gross 
floor area of 175,930.02 sq.ft. whereas by-law 5500 permits a max- 
imum gross floor area of 171,279.75 sq.ft. Council, subsequently, 
passed resolution 63 requesting that an objection Co the Committee 
of Adjustment decision be lodged with the Ontario Municipal Board. 
Mr. G. Smith and Mr. Hollingsworth attended the meeting to discuss 
this item. Mr. Smith advised the Committee that the plans for the 
existing building exceed the square footage allowed under by-law 
5500 by approximately 5,000 sq.ft. He indicated that this came 


about as an oversight and a misinterpretation of the agreement under 
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File 02-16-65. He indicated that his client interpreted the agree- 
ment to say that all of his lands were to be rezoned to RM7D2 whereas 
in fact, all but the southerly 20 feet were rezoned. Mr. Smith 
requested that Council remove its objection to the recent Committee 
of Adjustment decision in view of the fact that no other ratepayers 
have lodged objections. The Committee felt that it was most impor- 
tant to uphold the Zoning By-law. The Committee recommended that 

Mr. Smith's request be refused and that the Town continue with its 
objection at the Ontario Municipal Board. At Council's meeting on March 
27, 1972, this item was referred back to General Committee and Mr. 

WwW. Oster to be invited to attend at that time. 


Mr. Oster and Mr. Hollingsworth attended the meeting and reviewed 
the history of the application. The Committee was advised that the 
owners have received a building permit for 161 suites, however, they 
wish to construct 166 suites (144 - 2 bedroom units; ll - 1 bedroom 
units, and 1l - 3 bedroom units). 


RECOMMENDATION: That Council's previous decision to continue its 


objection at the Ontario Municipal Board, be upheld. 


328. FILE 59-72 - CREDIT VALLEY CONSERVATION AUTHORITY (MAPPING OF 
OWNERSHIPS, CREDIT RIVER VALLEY) 





Deputy Reeve Clarkson recently requested that the students who are 
mapping the various ownerships of property along the Credit River, 
appear before the General Committee to discuss their progress. Mr. 
McMillan, Chairman of the Conservation Authority; Mr. Watson, General 
Manager, and Miss Elgie and Miss Reynolds, appeared before the 
General Committee to discuss a Winter Works Project of mapping the 
ownerships of the Credit River valley lands. The Committee was 
pleased that such a plan had been prepared, however, expressed 
concern that the ownerships as shown in the Registry Office did not 
correspond with the ownerships as shown on the plan.

The above noted parcel of land located at the north-east corner ol 
Goreway Drive and Brandon Gate Drive, was zoned RM>-Section 331 by 
By-law 9527 and is subject to site plan approval prior to the 
issuance of a building permit. The Planning Board considered a site 
plan at its meeting on February 15, 1972, and recommended appro.al. 
Several members of the General Committee, at its meeting on February 
23, 1972, expressed concern that the site plan provided for only one 
access.

330. FILE 0Z-1-72 - WELGLEN LIMITED 


This is a proposal to amend the Zoning By-law from Ol and G Co R2 to 
permit single family development and a park in accordance with plan 
of subdivision .T-19805. The subject lands comprise 5.7) acres 
located east of Fair Birch Drive. The Planning Staff concluded that 
the application is acceptable from a planning point of view and 
could be’ approved, subject to a plan of Subdivision.

This is a proposal to amend the Zoning By-law from Ml to Ml-Special 
Section to permit a warehousing operation with associated retail 
sales. The subject site, presently occupied by an industrial plaza, 
containing a bank, restaurant and number of wholesale outlets, is 
zoned Ml and has an area of approximately 1./ acres located on the 
south-east corner of Dundas Street and Wharton Way intersection. 

The parcel has frontages of about 316 feet on the former and 442 feet 
on the latter. The Planning Staff concluded that the proposal is 

in conformity with the Official Plan and the Town's planning policy 
for Dundas Street and should be approved, subject to site plan 
control, a maximum of 10,225 sq.ft. of the building area being used 
for retail sales, a housekeeping agreement, and the applicant 
agreeing to satisfy all the requirements of the Town and any other 
agency concerned with the developments of these lands.

This is a proposal to amend the Zoning By-law from RM7D2 to RM> Co 
permit the development of 4.74 acres of land for townhouse purposes. 
The site is a 4.74 acre parcel of undeveloped land with frontage of 
392 feet on the east side of Goreway Drive, approximately 62>) feet 
north of Morning Star Drive. The Planning Staff concluded that the 
application is acceptable on the basis of the site development plan 
submitted and the applicant satisfying all the requirements of the 
Town and any other agency concerned with the development of these 
lands. The Planning Board considered this application at its 
meeting on February 29, 1972, when it was recommended that a public 
meeting be held. It was again considered on March 14, 1972, and it 
was recommended that the staff report recommending approval subject 
to certain conditions be adopted, and that the site development 
plan displayed at the meeting, be approved. A copy of the Planning 
Board Report dated February 29, 1972, was attached to the agenda.

333. FILE 82-71 - REGIONAL GOVERNMENT (TORONT O- CENTRED REG ION) 


The Planning Board, at its meeting held on February 29, 1972, con- 
sidered a staff report dated January 11, 1972, on Design for Develop- 
ment: A Status Report on the Toronto-Centred Region. The Planning 


Staff concluded: 


"Population assignments for the Malton Area and that portion oi the 
Town of Mississaiga south of the Parkway Belt should be increased 
to reflect adopted planning policy and servicing commitments. The 
requested population increase of 62,000 persons for a total popu- 
lation of 715,000 persons would not seem to be excessive in the 
context of a thirty year growth period. In addition, there are 











several issues raised in the earlier report of the Toront o-Centred 
Region Plan which appear to be still in need of consideration. 
Finally, the Government's decision to place greater emphasis upon 
public transportation and less on expressway facilities may require 
the re-evaluation of certain goals inherent in the original Toronto- 
Centred Region Plan which in turn might influence the basic concept 
of the plan." 


The Planning Board, at its meeting on February 29, 1972, recommended 
that the Staff Report be adopted. A copy of the Planning Board 
Report dated January 11, 1972, was attached to the agenda. 


Mayor Murray advised the Committee that Council had previously passed 
a resolution setting out the fact that the Development Aree for the 
Tawn incorporates all of the lands in the town of Mississauga. He 
also.stated that a problem was experienced with regard to enquiries 
about “thé development status of the lands north and west of the Parke 
way Belt and suggested that the only answer that was acceptable, was 
that the Planning Board has previously been requested to study and 
make recommendations to Council regarding the development of these 
lands. Councillor Grice asked that if the population allotment is 
reduced in the Lakeshore Community Study Area, could this excessive 
population be applied to the area referred to above. Mayor Murray 
indicated that this would definitely be possible.

Station to Regent Junction, is to be built inside the south limit of 
the Commission right-of-way with the exception of an 800-foot section 
to be located 10 feet inside the south limit of Premium Way near 
Lynchmere Avenue. It has been given tentative approval by the Town 
Engineer and is scheduled to be in service September 1, 1972. The 
second is to be a 230 KV transmission line extending for 2.9 miles 
within the H.E.P.C. right<f-way from Cooksville Transformer Station 
and is scheduled to be in service June 1, 1974. Support structures 
of all the proposals will be single steel poles with gull-wing arms. 
No structures of this nature have been erected in Canada at this 
time, however, some will be installed in London and Toronto prior 

to those proposed for Mississauga. The Planning Board considered

The Committee considered the following: 
1. Letter dated March 21, 1972, from Mr. P. Pellier.

The Committee was advised that Mr. Pellier objects to the fact that 
Mr. Law has interpreted By-law 9599 to require that persons wishing 
to have their names added to the taxi waiting list must be digible, 
in fact, to be an independent owner. Mr. Pellier also challenges 

Mr. Law's position that a candidate applying for an independent 
owner's license, must be a Peel County resident. Mr. Law stated that 
it is most important that those persons wishing to have their names 
added to the waiting list, be eligible to receive a plate as it is 
not just the first name that has an opportunity to pick up a plate 
but, in fact, plates are offered to all persons on the waiting list. 
He feels that it is umreasonable to have a name on the list for a 
person who is unable to accept a transfer. This places extra finan- 
cial burden on those persons who are required to write to all persons 
on the waiting list at such time as they wish to transfer their 


plates. Mr. Law stated that: 





“Insofar as Mr. Pellier's contention that residency in the 
County of Peel should not be a factor in having a position 
on the priority list, we may say that any licenses available 
at this time could be obtained only by way of transfer, 
therefore, all sections of the by-law dealing therewith must 
be of pertinent consideration in establishing eligibility 

to receive a license plate".

The effect od the regulation is basically to limit the hours of 
operation of barber shops to the hours of 9:00 a.m. to 7:00 p.m. 
Tuesday through Friday and 9:00 a.m. to 6:00 p.m. on Saturday. 

This matter was brought to the attention of the General Committee on 
March 1, 1972, at which time an invitation was extended to Mr. E. 
Howard, Director, Industrial Standards Branch of the Ontario 
Department of Labour. Mr. Stocks and Mr. Henry appeared before 

the Committee to discuss the circumstances surrounding the enactment 
of Ontario Regulation 26-72. The Committee was advised that che 
Department of Labour is obliged to recommend the enactment of similar 
regulations upon receipt of a petition from any group of business- 
men even though they may not necessarily agree with it. Mr. Stocks 
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indicated that the Minister had asked, as of January 31, 1972, that 
a review of this type of legislation be undertaken by the Department 
in view of the fact that it was originally enacted in the 1930's 

and that today's circumstances and services required by the public 
may differ greatly. The Committee expressed grave concern over the 
fact that even in light of the Minister's request for a review 0: 
the legislation, the Department had carried on with the enactment 
of Ontario Regulation 26-72 knowing that the Council of the Town of 
Mississauga had previously refused to enact such legislation under 
authority provided in the Municipal Act.

Attached to the agenda was a copy of a reply dated March 3, 1972, 
from the Ontario Hospital Services Commission. Mr. J. McCarthy, 
Chairman of the Board of Directors, The Mississauga Hospital, to- 
gether with various staff and Board members, appeared before the 
Committee. The Committee was advised that the earliest possible 
date for expansion of the Mississauga Hospital is 1977 and that 

by that time, on additional 325 beds will be required and that the 
Town's population will have doubled. Mr. McCarthy stated that 

the next five vears would experience an increased strain on hospital 
services in light of the shortage of beds over that period of time. 
He also advised that the Halton-Peel Hospital Council was negotiating 
with the Ontario Hospital Services Commission for the establishment 
of a second site in the north-west section of the Town.

time will be permitted. Prizes will be limited to a maximum of 
$100,000.00 per raffle lottery. The new policy will permit single 
eve lotteries only -- thereby ruling out any proposal which would 
involve a weekly or monthly continuously operating raffle lottery.

378. FILE 11-7? - PARKS GENERAL (MAJOR PARK) (#92) 


Council, at its meeting on March 8, 1971, directed that negotiations 
be entered into with the owners of the 45 acre parcel of land 
situated on both sides of the Credit River, between Highway 401 and 
Britannia Road, with a view to the purchase oi this property by 

the Credit Valley Conservation Authority with the Town of Mississauga 
being the benefiting municipality. Subsequently, the Credit Valley 
Conservation Authority commissioned R. H. Hilton and Associates to 
provide an evaluation of these lands. A copy of this report was 
forwarded to the Town and the Town was advised that the Authority 


could pay only the appraised value. 


At its meeting on May 19, 1971, the General Committee recommended 
that the Credit Valley Conservation Authority be requested to 
proceed with negotiations for the purchase of this property, and 
further, that the Town be kept informed. 


On November 3, 1971, the General Committee considered a letter from 
R. Hilton and Associates to Mr. John Montague outlining the status 
of negotiations on this property at that time. Council, on 
November 8, 1971, adopted the following recommendation: “That 
further consideration of this item be deferred pending a report 
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from the staft regarding the subsidies available should Council 
decide t» purchase this property without the Credit Valley Conser- 
vation Authority's participation". 


On january 6, 1972, the General Committee wmnsidered a report from 
the Commissioner of Recreation and Parks advising of the grants 
available pursuant to the Parks Act. The Committee recommended 
that an offer of $2,300.00 per acre be made for the purchase ot 
the 45 acre site, conditional upon the Town being able to receive 
a grant of approximately $33,000.00 from the Credit Valley Conser- 
vation Authority.

The following recommendation was adopted by Council on November 22, 
Lo7E: 


1. That the Maltontus route be extended for an additional three 
month period; 

2. That the information contained in the memorandums dated 
November 5 and November 9, 1971, fram the Traffic Co-ordinator , 
be received; 

3. That at the end of the first three month period (November 20, 
1971) providing that the use has continued to increase, that 
a contract be presented to Council for the establishment of 
a permanent bus system for the Malton Area. 


At its meeting on February 23, 1972, the Committee considered a 
report dated February 14, 1972, from Mr. J. Bonvivere, Traffic Co- 
ordinator. He advised that the proposed Georgetown Agreement 
differs from the existing Charterways Agreement in that they asked 
for a vested interest and a new mileage rate structure. The Town 
Solicitor advised that the request for a vested interest was not 
satisfactory. Mr. Bonvivere concluded that the requested rate 
increases were over inflated and that duplication of services by 
having two operators was unnecessary. He concluded by recommending 
that only one carrier, namely, Charterways Limited, be allowed to 
operate Mississauga Transit, including the Malton area. Mr. Bon- 
vivere attended the meeting on February 23, 1972, and advised that 
the January 1972 subsidy for the Malton route is 41.7%. He also 
indicated that under the proposed Georgetown rate structure, the 
Town will face a $14.50 per hour operating cost as opposed to the 
present $11.00 per hour operating cost charged by Charterways. 

The Committee recommended that Charterways be requested to take 
over the operation of the Malton bus route. This recommendation 
was amended by Council on February 28, 1972, at which time it was 
decided that this item be referred back to the General Committee 
for further consideration and that Mr. Scott of Georgetown Trans- 
portation be invited to attend. Mr. J. Scott, Vice-President of 
Georgetown Transportation, appeared before the Committee and reques- 
ted permission to continue operatingthe Malton service. He stated 
that the operating costs would be 75¢ per mile and this would be 
based on the use of new equipment which was slightly smaller than 
originally planned. On March l, 1972, the Committee recommended 
that the Town Manager seek Charterways' approval to allow the con- 
tinuation of the Georgetown-Malton bus system in order that service 
may be provided allowing passengers to be picked up and discharged 
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within the Metropolitan Toronto boundaries. On March 13, 1972, 

Council amended this recommendation as follows: “That this item 
be deferred pending updated information to resolve what the new 

subsidy will be over this route”. | 


At its meeting on February 23, 1972, the Traffic Co-ordinator 
advised the committee that the following subsidy has been required 
for the first five months operation of the Malton route:

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Mr. Bonmvivere advised that Route 6 carries approximately 180 
passengers per day and is subsidized to an extent of 66%. With 
regard to the possible extension of the Dixie Road route into 

the industrial area, south of Highway 401, he advised that time is 
available within the existing schedule and no additional buses 
would be required. Mr. Bonvivere suggested a test extension of 
this service for rush hours only, Monday to Friday, inclusive, at a 
weekly cost ot $177.00. The Bloor Street route has, on occasion, 
been overcrowded and Mr. Bonvivere felt that an additional bus for 
two morning and afternoon rush hour trips would alleviate the problem. 
He also advised that it would be extremely expensive to provide 

bus service for the Erin Mills and Markborough developments at 

this time. This will be reported on at a later date.

5. We become concerned should the policy be evolved to build walls 
adjacent to all roadways that are likely to become major 
arterial roads. We would suggest that responsibility for this 
type of construction should be reserved for locations where 
major roadways are being constructed through relatively well 
developed areas, where the facility was not indicated or 


previously planned.” 






OMMENDATION: That further consideration of Mr. Pallett's request

394. FILE 39-72 - CONFERENCES & MEMBERSHIPS (PROPOSED TRANSPORTATION 
CONFERENCE 


Council recently enacted a resolution recommending that Mississauga 
host a traffic conference. The Committee considered a report dated 
March 10, 1972, from the Town Engineer in which he set out a proposal 
for the agenda of this conference.

The regulations 
under which radio broadcast stations operate require them to operate 
within a certain strength of signal. Re-radiation could create 

an increased signal that would be prohibited by internat ional and, 
possibly, domestic regulations. The representatives of C.F.R.B. 
present, elaborated on this problen and explained in detail to the 
members of the Committee, how structures over a certain height 
would place them in a position where they would no longer meet 


the requirements of 
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radio transmission. Mr. Eastwood distributed copies of a brief

ITEMS CONS IDERED: 


513. FILE 27-72 - SUBDIVISIONS GENERAL (HEUSEL CONSTRUCTION LIMITED) 


The Committee considered a letter dated May 11, 1972, from Mr. J. 
Montague, Planning Consultant, representing Heusel Construction 
Limited. Mr. Montague requested Council's approval to release for 
development, the former Albertson property located at the south-west 
corner of Lorne Park Road and Albertson Crescent. Notwithstanding 
Council's recent consideration of the Lakeshore Community Study, 

Mr. Montague asked that this parcel be allowed to proceed to develop 
for single family purposes in accordance with the existing Official 
Plan. Mr. Montague attended the meeting and requested that the 
above referred to lands be released for development. He indicated 
that his client would most likely be willing to develop the property 


on an “R2" basis. 
RECOMMENDATION: That the Heusel Construction Limited property 
located at the south-west corner of Lorne Park Road and Albertson 


Crescent, be considered for development prior to the completion of the 


Lakeshore Community Study. 
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514. FILE REGISTERED PLAN 931 - FIBDGATE CONSTRUCTION (52%) (#400) 


The Committee considered a letter dated May 16, 1972, from Mr. J. V. 
Durbano regarding the rebate of $410.00 on the 5% public land dedi- 
cation for Registered Plan 931. The Committee was advised that the 
history of this request was as follows: 





1. The original 5% based on 42 lots was considered and approved by 
Council on July 12, 1972 - $25,610.00. 


2. Wo action was taken by the developer to pay the 5% until February 
of 1972 at which time the sum of $25,610.00 was paid. 


3. Later in February, the developer requested reconsideration of the 
5% as it had been based on 42 lots where, in fact, the 5% should 


have been based on 36 lots. 


4. When Council considered the developer's request for reconsider- 
ation, it was also suggested that a revised appraisal be pre- 
pared as the original appraisal was more than 6 months old. 


5. Om May 8, 1972, Council adopted a General Committee recommendation 
that the sum of $25,200.00 be accepted as the 5% cash in lieu 
of land dedication based on 36 lots. 


RECOMMENDATION: That no further action be taken with regard to 
Mr. Durbano's request and that Council's previous decision be upheld. 


515. FILE PRQJECT 20-69 - WIDENING OF BURNHAMTHORPE ROAD EAST 
WEST CORNER OF BURNHAMTHORPE ROAD 


AND DIXIE ROAD) (#414) 


At the General Committee's meeting on May 3, 1972, the Committee was 
advised that the Town has 32,103 sq.ft. of land surplus to the Town's 
road requirements at the north-west corner of Dixie and Burnhamthorpe 
that were purchased by the Town in May of 1969 for $3.37 per sq.ft. 
B. P. Oil Limited submitted an offer to purchase dated November 9, 
1970, in the amount of $150,000.06 for these lands. This price 
represented a basic rate of $4.67 per foot. The offer contained 
certain conditions, including the termination of the offer if the 
land could not be used for service station purposes. 
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The Planning Department advised in a memo dated January 13, 1971, that 
these lands were designated for Community Centre use by Amendment 160 
to the Official Plan and were suggested for apartment use in the 
Hickory and Rockwood North Dixie Study Area proposals. Under the 
Community Centre designation, it is conceivable that a service 
station could be permitted without an Official Plan amendment . 


With respect to the site itself, it was noted that the lands had a 
frontage of approximately 100 feet, whereas the AC zone required a 
minimum frontage of 160 feet for a corner service station. It was 
suggested also that present and future channelization would probably 
restrict access to right turns into the site from Dixie Road and right 


turns out from Burnhamthorpe Road. 


General Committee, at its meeting on January 27, 1971, considered the 
offer from B. P. Oil Limited and recommended that the offer be not 
accepted. This was adopted by Council on February 8, 1971. 


Texaco Canada Limited, through F. R. Quinn on June 25, 1971, submitted 
an Option to Purchase Agreement for this property in the amount of 
$134,836.00 (approximately $4.20 per sq.ft.). Texaco desired to 
acquire this property for service station development and wt insure 
sufficient frontage had otpioned the ad joining property to the west, 

a vacant lot 50° x 300', owned by the Stanfield Estate. The Texaco 
ive advised that his company would have been prepared to 
offer a higher price if it had not been necessary to purchase this 
adjacent parcel to insure ample frontage as required by the Planning 


Department. 


General Committee, at its meeting on July 14, 1971, considered this 
option. Mr. G. Stanfield was present at this meeting to advise that 
he objected to the establishment of a service station at this 
location and to request Council to not enter into this Option to 
Purchase Agreement. The General Committee subsequently recommended 
that the Town of Mississauga “not enter into the Option to Purchase 
with Texaco Canada Limited". When this recommendation came 
before Council om July 26, 1971, Mr. T. J. Dale (agem) appeared 
and ted that the item be referred back to the General Committee 
on August 11, 1971, for further consideration. This request was ap- 
proved and Mr. Dale appeared before the Committee at that meeting. 
General Committee again recommended that the Town not enter into an 
Option to Purchase Agreement and this recommendtion was adopted by 
Council on August 23, 1971. 













The Committee was advised that the original percel of land to which 
the subject lands are residual, consisted of .958 acres on which were 





situated a house and . This entire parcel of land was acquired 
at a total price of $140,650.00 of which $23,113.20 was paid by the 
County of Peel. The balance of $117,536.79 borne by the Town, was 
paid from trust funds and not debentured, nor was D.H.O. subsidy 
applied for. 








The property is currently assessed at $26,560.00. 


This matter was considered by the Committee on March 8, 1972, and 
deferred pending infomation regarding the offer fran Texaco. 


The Committee was advised that the Town is in possession of a valid 
offer to purchase wherein Texaco agrees to purchase the site for 
the sum of $134,836.00 conditional upon the following: 


1. That the purchaser is able to secure all necessary permits. 
(Note - This will require the rezoning of the property. ) 

2. The Town is expected to pay a real estate commission. Normally, 
the Town does not list property with agents, therefore, it 
does not pay commissions. 


Mr. Stanfield has now indicated that he has no objection to the 
rezoning of this property for automobile commercial purposes, providing 
that his property is rezoned to a category which would allow the 
establishment of a banking institution. Mr. Stanfield has entered 
into an option agreement to sell his property, conditional upon it 
being rezoned. The Committee was advised that an Offer to Purchase 
has now been received from Shell Canada Limited, as well. 


On May 3, 1972, the Committee recommended: “That this matter be 
referred to the Planning Staff for its recommendation with reference 
to suitable uses for the subject site". This recommendation was 
adopted by Council on May 8, 1972. 


The Committee considered a report dated May 16, 1972, from Mr. 

H. Petschar, wherein he advised that the establishment of a service 
station and bank at the north-west corner of Burnhamthorpe Road and 
Dixie Road, is acceptable from a Plamning standpoint but indicated 
that an Official Plam amendment, as well as rezoning, will be 
required before the site can be used for the above noted purposes.

AND FURTHER that the Credit Valley Conservation Authority be 
made aware of this approval and that their concurrence in the 


scheme be requested". 


At Council's meeting on April 24, 1972, two letters were considered 
dated April 17, 1972, from Mr. H. M. O'Neil and Mr. J. B. O'Neil, 

a copy of which was attached to the agenda. Also attached, for the 
Committee's information, was a copy of Mr. Anderson's report dated 
March 3, 1972, as well as a copy of a letter dated May 3, 1972, 
from the Credit Valley Conservation Authority, advising that the 
Executive Committee was in favour of Route “C" as shown on Study

working on a development proposal for the site whereby some form 
of townhousing would be developed. Mayor Murray suggested that the 
reason the alternate Mississauga Road was to be constructed and the 
existing Mississauga Road left unwidened, was in order to preserve 
the natural beauty of the area and that all those persons attending 
the public meeting held at the Erindale Campus, including Mr. O'Neil, 
were advised that if the present Mississauga Road was not widened, 
that development proposals along that route would be scrutinized 
very carefully. 


RECOMMENDATION: That the information presented by Messrs. O'Neil, 





be received. 
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525. FILE 19-72 - ROADS GENERAL ( INTERCONNECT ING ROAD PATTERNS, 


Resolution #690 as set out below, was passed by Council on December 
13, 1971: 





"WHEREAS the Ward 5 Area is building up rapidly; and 
WHEREAS many residents are commuting to the east ; 
THEREFORE BE IT RESOLVED that the Town Manager report to 
Committee on the following three roads:

529. FILE 157-71 - LAKESHORE COMMUNITY STUDY (#301 


The Committee was advised that Messrs. Mogan and Spence wished to 
appear before the Committee and present a submission based on the 
resolution passed by Council on May 8, 1972. They also wished to 
ask Council for its comments on this resolution. A copy of the 
resolution was attached to the agenda. Messrs. Mogan and Spence 
attended the meeting and indicated that there was some confusion 

as to the status of the Lakeshore Community Study. Mayor Murray 
advised that the Study status was that it had been requested by 

the Planning Board as required under the terms of the Planning Act. 
Councillor Searle indicated that, in fact, the Study represented 

a bench mark, even though neither the Planning Board or Council had 
approved the conclusions from which all revisions or modifications 
would take place.

532. FILE 21-72 - TAXES (GERALD T. HERSTAD) 


The following material was attached to the agenda: 


l. Letter dated May 3, 1972, from Mr. G. T. Herstad; 
2. Report dated May 25, 1972, from Mr. E. C. Law; 
3. Report dated May 25, 1972, from Mr. L. Love. 


The Committee was advised that Mr. Herstad wished to discuss with 
the Committee, the method of levying taxes on two parcels of land 
which he owns and which are more clearly indicated on a map which 
was attached to the agenda. Mr. Herstad felt that as access to the 
rear parcel is restricted by a Town held one foot reserve, that 

the taxes on this parcel should be considerably lower. Mr. Love 
reported that prior to 1969, the Herstad holdings were assessed as 
one unit, however, after that date, the lands were assessed as 

two separate parcels; one from the North Sheridan Way and one from 
Beemer Avenue. Mr. Love stated that the assessment on the above 
property was appealed in 1971 and the decision was that the appeal 
not be allowed. The assessors have also stated that had a value 
been placed on the total parcel rather than as two separate parcels, 
it would not be less than the total of the two parcels as now shown 
on the assessment rolls. Mr. Herstad attended the meeting and 
requested relief for the 1970 and part of the 1971 taxes on the 
rear portion of his property. Certain members of the Committee 
expressed concern that even though the division was not approved 
until 1971, that the rear portion would have been assessed and that 


a total exemption was not justified. 
RECOMMENDATION: That further consideration of this item be deferred 
pending receipt of information from the Assessment Department 


regarding the assessment of the rear portion prior to the division 


of land. 





533. FILE 136-71 - SENIOR CITIZENS ACCOMMODATION 


Council, at its meeting on June 12, 1971, enacted a resolution 
requesting the Ontario Housing Corporation to undertake a question- 
naire mailing survey in addition to a review of applicants on file 
with the District Housing Office of the 0.H.C. to ascertain the 
need and effective demand for senior citizen geared to income housing 
units. The Committee considered a report entitled “Housing for 
Senior Citizens - Town of Mississauga". The report indicated 

that a total of 186 additional units will be required for the three 
year period 1972 to 1974 and in order to meet this demand, it was 
recommended that consideration be given to the immediate development 
of 75 senior citizen units, each to contain one bedroom. The 

report further recommended that 50 units be developed in 1973 and 
40 in 1974. With the addition of these units, the inventory of On- 
tario Housing units in Mississauga would consist of:

+ Excludes 30 units recommended for Port Credit which are being 
constructed in conjunction with 75 units for Mississauga. 


Also unleced to the agenda was a copy of a letter dated May 11, 
1972, from the Ontario Housing Corporation. Mr. Clift of Ontario 
Housing Corporation attended the meeting and advised the Committee 
that the Ontario Housing Corporation has approved the construction 
of 121 senior citizens units to be constructed by Reuse Construction 
on the south side of Western Avenue. This project will be a joint 
project with the Town of Port Credit as previously approved by 
Council and will accept tenants originating from the Port Credit 
area. Councillor McKechnie requested that further information 

be gained with regard to the recommendation that 75 units be con- 
structed immediately as provided for in the senior citizens survey, 
as to whether or not 40 to 50 of these units, could be constructed 


in the Malton Area immediately. 
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RECOMMENDATION: The recommendation on this item is in two parts: 


l. That the construction of 121 senior citizens units on the 
south side of Western Avenue, be approved. 


2. That building permits for the site be approved, taking into 
consideration, Section 19(f) of By-law 5500. 


534. FILE 82-71 - REGIONAL GOVERNMENT (COMPARABLE TAXES) (#517) 


Recently, Council requested that a comparison of taxes and mill 
rates for certain municipalities, be submitted to Council. The 
Committee considered a table setting out the taxes for the years 
1970, 1971 and 1972 for the Towns of Port Credit, Streetsville 
Brampton, and Mississauga, and the Township of Chinguacousy. This 
item was considered by the Committee on May 23, 1972, when it was

Mr. Watson also confirmed that the funds provided by the Town of 
Mississauga may be spent on projects which come within the proposed 
development plan, in other words, acquisition of Lakeside Park and 


similar properties.

540. FILE 150-71 - SANITARY LANDFILL PROJECT 
The following material was attached to the agenda: 


1. A copy of the original sanitary landfill agreement with Berrill 
and Trustrum; 


2. Copy of a letter dated May 16, 1972, from Messrs. Berrill and 
Trustrum; 


3. Copy of a report dated May 19, 1972, from the Town Engineer. 


The Committee was advised that Berrill and Trustrum propose that 

the pit be closed for use by all others outside Mississauga, Port 
Credit and Streetsville, and that the Town pay on the basis of 

$3.00 per ton with an annual 5% escalation clause. Mr. Anderson 
recommended acceptance of the proposal with the following alterations 


and/or modifications: 


1. The site to be used for Mississauga, Port Credit and Streetsville 
refuse only. 


2. All refuse to be disposed of at the rate of $3.00 per ton. 
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3. The operators to immediately grass and seed that portion of the 
lands currently filled, being a strip of not less than 250 feet 
in depth parallelling the North Service Road, from Robin Drive 
easterly, and a minimal depth of 250 feet adjoining the rear 
properties on Springbank Road, from the North Service Road 
northerly. This work to be done at no additional cost to the 


Town. 


4. The operators to arrange for the construction of a visual 
barrier, at least six feet in height, adjacent to the grassed 
area as set out above. The anticipated costs of this will be 
in the order of Ten to Twelve Thousand Dollars, and is to be 
paid for by the Town as a lump sum upon invoice by the 
contractors. 


>. ‘The expenditures made by the contractors in the past and in the 
future as may be required to control pollution problems, including 
Methane Gas, and other problems, to be totally at the cost o: the 
contractors and included in the unit price paid by the users of 


the landfill. 


6. That the agreement will embody “an'escalation clause, based on a 
formula similar to that of the Garbage Collection Contract, being 
a factor dependent upon wage rates and the cost of purchasing 
and operating equipment in the Metropolitan Toronto area. 


?. The revisions to this contract will be effective at the 
expiration of our current contract, April 30, 1973, save and 
except for thos specific works agreed to be undertaken at the 
rear of the properties on Springbank Road and shall inure to the 
completion of the filling of all lands in the Springbank area. 


Messrs. Berrill and Trustrum attended the meeting and indicated 

that they were in agreement with the seven alterations and/or modi- 
fications as set out in Mr. Anderson's report of May 19, 1972. 

It was indicated to the Committee that the lifetime of the pit under 
existing filling was approximately three to four years and that 

this would be extended to approximately six to eight years should 
only the Towns of Mississauga, Port Credit, and Streetsville, be 
permitted to dump in this facility. Mr. Anderson advised the Com- 

mittee that filling of the Newman Pit had temporarily been stopped 

due to mud conditions, and he advised the Committee that filling 

could commence immediately and be completed in approximately six 

to eight weeks, after which time the reinstatement of Springbank 

could commence and be completed in approximately two to three weeks.

WHEREAS a great deal of redevelopment is taking place in older 
urban areas so as to increase the densities of population and in 
such areas there is a deficiency of parkland at present densities ; 
and 

WHEREAS municipalities are financially unable to acquire park and 
recreation facilities on a scale commensurate with the needs of 


increased dénsity; 


THEREFORE BE IT RESOLVED that the Planning Board recommer.d C. the 
Council of the Town of Oakville that it petition the Minister 
of Municipal Affairs seeking amendments to the Planning Act: 


(a) to permit the Minister to impose, as a condition to he 
approval of a plan of subdivision, that land in a percencage

587. FILE 79-71 - WALKWAYS (FENCE, RUNNINGBROOK DRIVE) 


The Committee considered a letter dated June 12, 1972, from M. 
Dmytrasz, and a report dated June 22, 1972, from the Town Engineer . 
Mr. Dmytrasz advised that the fence along the walkway abutting 

his property is not high enough and, as a result, is experiencing 
problems of vandalism.

The following is an extract from the General Committee Report of May 
17, 1972, as adopted by Council on May 23, 1972: 


“at its meeting on May 3, 1972, the Committee was advised that 
Peel County Council, on February 24, 1972, adopted a report 

of the Roads and Transportation Committee which provided that the 
Town of Mississauga be requested to acquire the Ontario Hydro 
right-of-way lands at the end of Greenhurst Avenue to be 

used for a sidewalk or to be sold or leased to the adjacent 
owners. Council considered this request on February 28, 1972, 
and adopted the following recommendation: 


"That upon receipt of written confirmation of the Ontario 
Hydro's intention to lease the surplus lands along the Queens-~ 
way to the County of Peel, a questionnaire be drafted and 
forwarded to the ratepayers in the area’. 


Subsequently, this matter was discussed with Mr. Dee, Admini- 
strator, Property Manager, for Ontario Hydro and he was then 
advised by mail that the Town's Engineering Department 
recommended that the Town enter into an agreement with the 
Ontario Hydro to purchase from them the strip of land south 
of the recently constructed sound barrier in that area of the 
Hydro lands, adjacent to Greenhurst Avenue and suggesting 
that an easement could be granted to the County of Peel over 
these lands to provide for any future maintenance oi the wall. 
The Town could then, in turn, use the portion of the land 
easterly from Greenhurst Avenue for a walkway. Any land not 
used for walkway purposes, could be deeded to the abutting 
residents subject to an easement in favour of the County of Peel. 











Mr. Dee advised, in a letter dated April 20, 1972, that he is ‘ 
prepared to recommend to the Commission, the sale of these lands, — 
however, the area must include the concrete sound barrier and 

the lands upon which it is situated. The price of these lands 
will be based on the negotiations and will reflect market 

market value as adjusted for various considerations such as 
required easements and property shape. The General Committee, 

on May 3, 1972, recommended: 


“That a walkway not be approved on these lands and that the 
Town attempt to obtain control of the subject lamis between 
the sound barrier and the adjacent owners and that this control 
be then transferred to those owners, and iurther, that the 
Town install a chain link fence across this portion of Green- 
hurst Avenue". 


At Council's meeting on May 8, 1972, Councillor Searle proposed 
the following amendment to the aforementioned recommendation: 


‘WHEREAS Ontario Hydro has now indicated that the Commission 

is prepared to negotiate the sale of lands surplus to the 
Hydro right-of-way, east ol the Dixie Road; and 

WHEREAS a number o: residents living in an area east of Dixie 
Road have indicated their desire for a walkway linking the 
north end of Greenhurst Avenue, with the Queensway, on 4 
portion of the lands presently owned by the Ontario Hydro; and 
WHEREAS those residents oi that area were told by Council that 
when the sale of the lands was finally negotiated, they would 
be invited to attend a public meeting so that a consensus misht 
be arrived at; 

THEREFORE BE IT RESOLVED that the Clerk be instructed to arrange 
the appropriate meeting." 


Mr. E. King of 2243 Greenhurst Avenue was present at the 
Council meeting on May 8, 1972, and stressed the need for a 
walkway in this area. Council adopted the following recommend- 
ation in this regard: "That Item 411 of the General Committee 
Report of May 3, 1972, and the motion tabled by R. A. Searle 
at Council Meeting of May 8, 1972, be referred to General 
Committee for further consideration, together with the 
petition submitted by the residents of the area”. 


The Committee considered the petition signed by some 11> property 
owners that was previously presented to Council on June 14, 

1971. This petition supports the request for a walkway from 

the subject area to the Queensway bridge. The Committee also

At its meeting on January 12, 1972, the General Committee considered 
a letter dated December 13, 1971, from the Canadian National Rail- 
ways Commission Coumsel to the Secretary, Railway Transport Committee, 
Canadian Transport Commission. This letter was an application to 

the Committee for authority to remove the station agents and station 
buildings at Weston, Malton and Milton. This was as a result of 
Canadian National's Servocentre concept in the Malport territory. 
This proposal would result in car load and express service being 
handled through the Malport Servocentre and information, reservations 
and tickets for passenger service being handled through Union Station, 
Toronto. Tickets could be mailed to customers and commuters could 
pick up tickets in Toronto. The agencies at Brampton and Georgetown 
would remain open. The Committee's recommendation as follows, was 
adopted b; Council on January 24, 1972: | , 


1. That the Canadian National Railways be advised that the Town 
does not agree with the reduction of service until the future 
of GO facilities for this area are known. 








2) That Mr. K. Rowe, Industrial Commissioner, prepare a report 
on the effect of the above proposal on industrial users for 
consideration at a future General Committee. 


At its meeting on March 1, 1972, the Committee considered a report 
dated February 23, 1972, from the Industrial Commissioner, advising 
that industries will bemefit from greatly improved and automated 
information services. The Committee recommended that the inior- 
mation contained in Mr. Rowe's report dated February 23, 1972, be 
received. 


The Committee was advised on March 15, 1972, that in accordance with 
part 1 of the above recommendation, the following letters were 
received: 


1. Letter dated February 28, 1972, from Mr. C. E. Reynolds, 
General Superintendent, Transportation, Canadian National 
Railways.

He also 
noted that the C.N.R. is not in a position to make any announcements 
concerning GO facilities. Mr. Rump stated in his letter that if 
the Town wishes to make formal objection to the closing, it must 

be filed with his office not later than April 25, 1972. 


The Committee recommended that the Town of Mississauga lodge formal 
objection with the Canadian Transport Commission regarding the 
removal of the Station Agent and Station Building at the Malton 
Depot. This recommendation was adopted by Council on March 27, 
1972. 


The Committee considered a letter dated June 12, 1972, from Mr. 

C. E. Reynolds of the C.N.R. requesting reconsideration oi the 
Town's objection in view of the recent announcement of the extension 
of the GO facilities through Malton and a proposed development of a 
new GO Station. The Clerk advised the Committee that he had 
received a letter dated Jume 22, 1972, from the Canadian Transport 
Commission, Railway Transport Committee, advising that as long 

as commuter trains were made available in the Malton area, that 

the C.N.R. would be required to provide adequate shelter for 


passengers.

At its meeting on May 31, 1972, the Committee considered the 
follaing:

The Committee was advised that Mr. Herstad wished to discuss with 
the Committee, the method oi levying taxes on two parcels of land 
which he owns and which are more clearly indicated on a map which 
was attached to the agenda.

Mr. Love stated that the assessment on the above 
property was appealed in 1971 and the decision was that the appeal 
not be allowed. The assessors also stated that had a value been 
placed on the total parcel rather than as two separate parcels, 

it would not be less than the total of the two parcels as now 
shown on the assessment rolls. Mr. Herstad attended the meeting 
and requested relief for the 1970 and part of the 1971 taxes on 
the rear portion of his property. Certain members of the Committee 
expressed concern that even though the division was not approved 
until 1971, that the rear portion would have been assessed and that 
a total exemption was not justified. . 


The Committee recommended that further consideration of this item 
be deferred pending receipt of information from the Assessment 
Department r ing the assessment of the rear portion prior 

to the division of land. This recommendation was adopted by 
Council om Jume 12, 1972. 
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The Committee considered a reply dated June 16, 1972, from the 


Assessment Commissioner in which he advised that had the separation 
deed been ignored and the parcel assessed as one unit in 1969, 

the assessment would have been $26,500.00. He suggested, therefore, 
that a value of $7,150.00 is attributable to the rear portion and 
$19,350.00 attributable to the portion fronting on the North Sheridan 
Way.

The Honourable James Auld pointed out that the 
Town's By-law 7364 contained several provisions which apply to 
motorcycle noise and suggested that several governments 
had recently had some success in applying similar by-laws to control 
a variety of annoying noise sources.

Subsection (g) - "The discharge into theopen air of the exhaust of 
any steam engine, stationary internal combustion 
engine, motor vehicle or motorcycle, except 
through a muffler or other device which effectively 
prevents loud or explosive noises". 


Subsection (n) - “The noise of sound caused by the racing, idling or 
loud operation of a motor of a standing or parked 
motor vehicle or trailer in excess of that 
necessary for the reasonable operation of same”.

The Committee considered letters dated July 12th, 1972, from Mr. and

We were advised in a letter dated May 9th, 1972, from the Gordon Woods 
Homeowners Associationthat the stop dgns which they requested and 
were erected on Gordon Drive at Isabella Street and Breezy Pines Drive 
have had their desired effect, the traffic has definitely slowed down 
and that there are fewer cars using the street. The Association was 
aware that the signs were erected temporarily and since they were 
proving effective, they have requested that they become permanent. 
Attached to the agenda was a copy of a report dated July27th, 1972, 
from the Traffic Co-ordinator, in this regard, which indicated that 
vehicular speeds have not been lowered neither have through volumes 
decreased significantly.

of having a wal kway constructed. Councillor Kehoe had suggested no 
further action be taken on the matter until he introduced the subject 
to General Committee.

or approximately 30 per cent. The Ministry's programe for this 
area appears to be staged for construction in approximately 3 years, 
however, they have indicated that if the Town urgently required ser- 
vice prior to this time, they would consider construction of the 
storm sewer at an earlier date. Mr. Anderson recommended that 
Council approve in principle entering into an Agreement with the 
Ministry of Transportation and Communications for the provision of 
oversizing of a sewer from Etobicoke Creek to Dixie Road i 
of Highway 401 at an estimated cost to the Town of $180,000.00 and 
that a resolution be passed requesting the Ministry of Transportation 
and Communications to proceed with the works as soon as possible 
without awaiting complete construction of Highways 401 and 403. mM.

825. FILE 47-72 - TRAFFIC SAFETY COUNCIL (TRAFFIC HAZARD, PENETREE 
WAY) 


At its meeting on April 10, 1972, the Traffic Safety Council heard 
from a number of residents on Pinetree Way regarding a problem of 
speeding automobiles. A petition was presented to the Traffic 
Safety Council by residents proposing the following five improve- 
ments to safety on Pinetree Way: 


1. Install a four-way stop sign at Pinetree Way and Glenburnie Road. 
2. Imstall a children's crossing sign at the walkway just east of the 
creek. This is used by many children and is the most dangerous 

spot on the street as it is in a dip between two slopes. 
3. Imstall a stop sign on Pinetree Way at Calverton Court. 
4. Remove the centre white line on Pinetree Way as it gives this 
residential street the aspect of a highway and induces speeding. 
5. Begin a more vigorous enforcement of the traffic laws. 


At that time, the following recommendations were made: 


l. That radar enforcement by the Police Department be continued 
on Pinetree Way. 

2. That the requests contained in items 1 to 4 of the petition 
by the residents of Pinetree Way, not be adopted. 


The first of the two recommendations was adopted by Council om May 
23, 1972, while the second recommendation was referred back to 

the Traffic Safety Council for further consideration. The matter 
of the sidewalk on Pinetree Way was referred to the.Sidewalk Com- 
mittee which reported at this meeting. A number of residents of 
the Pinetree Way area were again present at the Traffic Safety 
Council meeting on June 1, 1972. Mr. W. Finley of 1364 Avonbridge 
Drive spoke on behalf of the residents. He subated a brief to 
the Traffic Safety Council and raised the following requests for 
improvement of safety on Pinetree Way: 





1. Install a four-way stop sign at Pinetree Way and Glenburnie 


Road. 
2. Install stop signs at the walkway (easement) to Kenollie School. 


3. Remove the centre white line on Pinetree Way. 
4. Place a large speed limit sign at Highway 10 entrance to Pinetree 
Way. 


Mr. Finley went on to give details of the number of children 
resident in the area. These figures were contained in the brief. 
The Chairman of the Sidewalk Committee related the history of the 
investigation of this problem by the Traffic Safety Council and 
the Police Department. It was also pointed out that a number of those 
people stopped for speeding were residents in the area. It was 
also indicated that the radar enforcement would continue. The 
members of the Traffic Safety Council indicated that they agreed 
with the installation of the stop signs requested by the residents 
for a trial perid of three months. However, they did not agree 
that the white line should be removed. Council, on Jume 26, 1972, 
adopted the following Traffic Safety Council recommendation: 


1. That four-way stop signs be installed at Pinetree Way and 
Glenburnie Road for a trial period of three months. 


2. That stop signs be installed on Pinetree Way at theeasement 
to Kenollie School for a trial period of three months. 


3. That the centre white line on Pinetree Way not be removed, and 
further, that the Police Department and the Traffic Co-ordinator 
prepare a report in support of retaining the centre white line 
on Pinetree Way. 


4. That a sidewalk be installed on Pinetree Way from Glenburnie 
Road westerly to the existing sidewalk.

"In minicipalities having more than 5,000 eleetors, the 
Clerk shall mail or cause to be delivered to each dwelling 
unit in the municipality a notice advising the elector or 
electors therein of the location of the polling place in 
which that elector or those electors is or are to vote." 


The Staff recommended that these notices, approximately 60,000 in 
total, be in the form of a postcard addressed to the elector (s) 
(at the pertinent address) rather than to specifically mamed persons. 
It was the practice of Mississauga in the past, to mail pertinent 
sections of the Voters’ List to the electors at a cost somewhat in 
excess of $4,500.00. The Staff recommended that this practice be 
discontinued as the Voters’ List must be posted pursuant to the 

new Act in each polling subdivision in the Municipality. This 
facilitates checking by citizens to ensure that they are included 
on the list. The postcard formerly mentioned will advise each 
elector of his polling subdivision and polling location and will 
suggest that he or she telephone the Clerk's Office in the event 
that it may be inconvenient or impossible to personally check the 
Voters’ List. Im this regard, two or three girls will be hired 
temporarily to exclusively answer the resulting telephone enquiries. 
In addition to the foregoing, the}fown now has several apartment 
buildings with sufficient potential tenant capacity to warrant 
their being designated as individual polling subdivisions. The 
Staff recommended that polling stations be implemented in approx- 
imately 10 of the larger buildings om an experimental basis for this 
election.

$20,000. to $61,000., the cost of which would be levied against all 
the ratepayers of the Town of Mississauga.

Value of the properties would be depreciated because of 
the absence of the creek. 


Loss of wild life in the area. 


Would there be any compensation for property owners because 
of this change in the nature of their property? 


Why cannot the water be allowed to flow through? 
Is it not possible to incorporate a weir system? 


How will it affect the ravine on the west side of Stave- 
bank Road where the water will be diverted? 


Action in diverting the creek was taken without consulting 
the abutting property owners - Council not concerned about 
what happens. 


Credit Valley Conservation Authority advised a pond could 
be created on a property as long as the flow of the water 
was not changed either upstream or downstream. 


Work out a scheme for allowing full flow and devising a 
means of pumping the water to the Credit River if it be- 
comes too much or causes erosion of abutting properties.

A resident now constructing a home on Pinetree 
vised that a couple of years ago he had been 
deposit with the Town a sum of money to ensure that he 
would improve and protect the water flow, and is now ad- 
vised that the creek will nofionger be there. 






Mr. Ian Cowan, solicitor for some of the residents, asked 
that some assurance be given to the residents that the 
flow of water in the creek would be re~instated and asked 
that a report be secured from some recognized authority 

as to the effect the diversion would have on the creek bed. 
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Deputy Reeve Clarkson assured those present that | 
both the members of Council and the Credit Valley Conservation F 


Authority are very much concerned about what happens. He pointed 
out that there are courses open to the Town to provide a suffic- 
ient flow of water if it proves desirable or necessary to maintain 
the ecology of the area. The main issue seems to be how much water 
should be allowed to flow through the creek. 

Mayor Murray assured those present that every effort 
would be made to resolve this matter satisfactorily. He advised 
that a stop-work order has been issued in connection with fill 
being undertaken by the Church. However, the Geveloper has agreed 
to grant an easement to the Town if necessary, and will continue 
with his development. 

It was the concensus of opinion of the members of 
Council that a recognized authority should be engaged to report 
on what effect, if any, the diversion of this water would have on 


the ecology and value of the lands abutting the creek.

888. FILE REGISTERED PLAN 915 - DON MILLS DEV. 


FILE 19-72 - ROADS GENERAL (ERIN MILLS PARKWAY) (#792) 


At the General Committee's meeting on September 13, 1972, Mr. 

C. Cunningham, representing Don Mills Developments, appeared 

and requested that the Parks and Recreation Department be instructed 
to maintain the centre median of the Erin Mills Parkway. The 

section of the parkway in question is approximately 2,500 feet long 
running north from Dundas Street. Mr. advised that his 
company's contribution represented $100,000.00 worth of landscaping 
and he felt it only reasonable that the maintenance costs be handled 
by the Town Parks Department. He advised also that the County of 
Peel would not oppose this action but it was not in a position to 
carry out maintenance itself. Mr. Halliday advised that the annual 
maintenance costs would exceed $6,200.00 per annum. The Committee 
recommended as follows: , . 





“That the Town of Mississauga concur with the County of 
Peel's approval to allow Don Mills Developments to land- 
scape the centre median of the Erin Mills Parkway, subject 
to the developer paying the Town of Mississauga for the 
maintenance of the landscaping for the first five years, 
after which the Town will partcipate in the maintenance 
costs to a maximum of $6,500.00 per annum on a 50-50 basis 
with the developer." 
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Council, at its meeting on September 25, 1972, amended the 
recommendation as follows: 


“That this item be referred back to General Committee; 
and further, that the developer be requested to attend 
with a copy of the proposed landscaping scheme." 


A copy of a letter dated September 28, 1972, from the County of 
Peel was attached to the agenda. 


Mr. Cunningham appeared before the Committee and advised that 
the following was the breakdown of the cost of the works involved 
in the landscaping of the centre median of Erin Mills Parkway: 


(a) Special base, top soil and grade - $40,000.00 
(b) sodding - 14,000.00 
(c) paving - 6,000.00 
(d) trees, shrubs and planters - 30,000.00 4 
TOTAL 550,000.00 


RECOMMENDATION: That the Town accept the developer's offer to 


landscape the centre median of the Erin Mills Parkway on the 
understanding that the Town will maintain the plantings, providing 


at least one water outlet is made available within each section of 


the centre sme dian. 


889. FILE 02-69-69 - EDWARD SILVERBERG 


The lands in question are situated at the north-west corner of 
Dundas Street and Given Roa d. This matter was last considered 
by the General Committee on October 27, 1971, and the following 
is an extract of the General Committee Report: 


“The Committee was advised that a request has been 

received from Mr. Weir of Weir and Markson, to ghedule 
a hearing before the General Committee by Mr. Weir, on 
behalf of Mr. Edward Silverberg, the owner of the above 
property. Messrs. Weir and Montague apgmred before the 





Committee and requested that their client's property 
which is situated at the north-west corner of Dundas 
Street and Given Road, be released for processing 

by the Planning Board. Mr. Petschar advised the Committee 
that the Mayor made a commitment in 1969 during the 
consideration of the rezoning of the north-east corner 

of Given Road and Dundas Street, that no change would be 
made for this area until 1973 and at that time, a larger 
overall study of land use patterns would be insit uted. 


RECOMMENDATION: That the spirit of the original commit- 
ment be upheld, and that a review of the above referred to 
areas be placed on the 1972 Work Programme of the Planning 
Department and considered in that context." 





This recommendation was adopted by Council on November 8, 1971. 


Mr. Weir attended the meeting and advised that his client is 
willing to rezone only the rear portion of the subject property 
to town houses and leave the front portion zoned Highway Commercial. 
The Committee expressed concern that in 1963, a commitment was 
made not to rezone any property in this general area for a period 
of ten years and then only after a planning study in the area had 
been completed and presented to the public. 


RECOMMENDATION: That the processing of application 0Z-69-69, Ed- 
ward Silverberg, be withheld in accordance with Council's earlier 


commitment until such time as a land use study for the area is 


c presented to the public. 


890. FILE 106-71 - S.C.0.P.E.

for use as a major park. The Committee considered a letter dated 
May 25, 1972, from Mr. H. K. Watson, General Manager of the 
Authority, in which he advised that the following resolution was 
passed by the Authority on May 17, 1972:

“Resolved that the Authority obtain an updated 
appraisal on the 45 acres of property situated on 
both sides of the Credit River between Hi; hway 401 
and Britannia Road and that the Town of Mississauga 
be requested to act as benefiting municipality on 
this project."

“That the Credit Valley Conservation Authority be advised 
that the Town of Mississauga is willing to act as benefiting 
Municipality in order to have the 45 acre parcel of land 
appraised." 


This recommendation was adopted by Council on Jume 26, 1972. 


The Committee was advised that the Conservation Authority has now 
submitted a revised appraisal indicating that the value of the 45 

acre parcel is $97,000.00. Mr. Watson stated that this project 

would only be eligible to receive 50% grant from the Province based 

on the $97,000.00 appraised value. The owners indicated various 
prices, the latest of which is $4,300.00 per acre ($193,500.00). 

On this basis, the Municipality would be required to pay 474% of 
$97,000.00 ($46,075.00), plus the entire difference between the 
appraised value and sale value ($96,500.00) for a total ef $142,575.00. 


RECOMMENDATION: The recommendation on this item is in two parte: 


l. That an offer of $3,800.00 per acre be forwarded to the owmers 
of the subject parcel, subject to the necessary Conservation 
Authority approval. 


2. That the Credit Valley Conservation Authority be advised that 
the Town of Mississauga is willing to act as benefiting 
municipality and is willing to accept the costs of the project 
which are not subsidizable.

The Committee was advised in memo dated October 3, 1972, from the 
Property Agent that the owners of the north-west corner of 

#10 and Highway #5 are still interested in selling their property to 
the Municipality. The asking price is $400,000.00; the assessed 
value is $386,080.00. Mr. Wilkinson felt that the market value 

is considerably below both the asking price and the assessed value. 
The acquisition of this property was considered last year at which 
time it was recommended that the property be acquired subject to the 
availability of Department of Transportation and Communications 
subsidy.

4. Construct at its own cost, a 5' wide concrete sidewalk along 
Dixie Road and Eglinton Avenue frontages within the rights-of- 
way of these roads. 

5. Grant an easement over their property to the Town of Mississauga 
for the maintenance of trunk storm sewers forming part of the 
Mississauga drainage systen. 


The Town of Mississauga will: 


1. Comstruct at its own cost, all necessary watermains on 
Eglinton Avenue East and Dixie Road necessary to properly 
serve the site. 

2.. Allow a credit for the costs incurred by the Federal Government 


for: 


(a) the sanitary sewer connections between the property limit 
and the trunk sanitary sewer, 
(b) the storm sewer outfall outside the post office property 
® limit including property easement costs. 
(c) storm sewer crossing Eglinton Avenue approximately 100 


feet east of Dixie Road. 
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RECOM NDATION: That Mr. Henderson's outline be approved as the 





basis for an engineering agreement between the Federal Government

and Trustrum;

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The Committee was advised that Berrill and Trustrum propose that 

the pit be closed for use by all others outside Mississauga, Port 
Credit and Streetsville, and that the Town pay on the basis of 

$3.00 per ton with an annual 5% escalation clause. Mr. Anderson 
recommended acceptance of the proposal with the following alterations 
and/or modifications: 


1. The site to be used for Mississauga, Port Credit and 
Streetsville refuse only. 

2. All refuse to be disposed of at the rate of $3.00 per ton. 

3. The operators to immediately grass and seed that portion of 
the lands currently filled, being a strip of not less than 
250 feet in depth parallelling the North Service Road, from 
Robin Drive easterly, and a minimal depth of 250 feet adjoining 
the rear properties on Springbank Road, from the North Service 
Road northerly. This work to be done at no additional cost 
to the Town. 

4. The operators to arrange for the construction of a visual 
barrier, at least six feet in height, adjacent to the grassed 
area as set out above. The anticipated costs of this will be 
in the order of Ten to Twelve Thousand Dollars, and is to be 
paid for by the Town as a lump sum upon invoice by the con- 
tractors. 

5. The expenditures made by the contractors in the past and in 
the future as may be required to control pollution problems, 
including Methane Gas, and other problems, to be totally at the 
cost of the contractors and included in the unit price paid 
by the users of the landfill. 

6. That the agreement will embody an escalation clause, based on 
a formula similar to that of the Garbage Collection Contract, 
being a factor dependent upon wage rates and the cost of 
purchasing and operating equipment in the Metropolitan Toronto 
area. 

?. The revisions to this contract will be effective at the 
expiration of our current contract, April 30, 1973, save and 
except for those specific works agreed to be undertaken at the 
rear of the properties on Springbank Road and shall inure to 
the completion of the filling of all lands in the Springbank 
area. 


Messrs. Berrill and Trustrum attended the meeting and indicated 
that they were in agreement with the seven alterations and/or 
modifications as set out in Mr. Anderson's report of May 19, 1972. 
It was indicated to the Committee that the lifetime of the pit 
under existing filling was approximately three to four years and 
that this would be extended to approximately six to eight years 
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should only the Towns of Mississauga, Port Credit and Streetsville 
be permitted to dump in this facility. Mr. Amerson advised the 
Committee that filling of the Newman Pit had temporarily been 
stopped due to mud conditions, and he advised the Committee that 
filling could commence immediately and be completed in @ proximately 
six to eight weeks, after which time the reinstament of Springbank 
Road could commence and be completed in approximately two to three 
weeks. Members of the Committee agreed that this was the most 
practical method of clearing up the Newman Pit and Springbank Road. 


The Committee recommended the following: 


l. That the Town Engineer report back to the General Committee 
regarding other possible sanitary landfill sites in the Town, 


including the Cooksville Brick site. 


2. That the Town Engineer prepare a report with regard to the 
costs involved in the use of incineration of garbage, including 
the method presently used in parts of Germany. 


3. That a public meeting of interested ratepayers be held to 
discuss the possible extension of the sanitary landfill operation 
at the Berrill and Trustrum Pit on North Sheridan Way. 


This recommendation was adopted by Council on June 12, 1972. 


The Committee considered the report dated May 19, 1972, from the 
Town Engineer, as well as the letter dated May 16, 1972, from 
Berrill and Trustrum. The present refuse collection contract 
terminates in February of 1973, and it is necessary for a final 
determination to be made with regard to sanitary landfill sites. 
The Committee was advised that Mr. Anderson is unable to complete 
his negotiations with Berrill and Trustrum until such time as the 
Committee has decided whether or not it wishes to hold a public 
meeting with the ratepayers in the area. It was generally agreed 
that the operation of the pit for a period as long as possible, 
is desirable and beneficial to the Municipality.
